£10k reward to help 
catch Salim’s killer 

Charity offers incentive for crucial evidence after fatal shooting in December

A REWARD of £10,000 is being of¬ 
fered for vital information about 
the death of Salim Coulter as police 
continue to probe leads more than 
a month after the fatal shooting. 

The Crimestoppers charity has 
put up the cash incentive in a plea 
for crucial evidence in the investi¬ 
gation. 

The 24-year-old from White City 
was shot in the head moments after 
leaving Jerky’s Caribbean restau¬ 
rant in Fulham. He was shot as he 
climbed into the front passenger 
seat of a friend’s car after they 
stopped for food. 

Police have charged 30-year-old 
Omar Hutson, of no fixed address, 
with murder and a trial is due to 
begin in June. 

But police are continuing to 
search for the weapon and have 


urged witnesses to come forward 
with essential information. 

Crimestoppers says it will hand 
out the five-figure reward for in¬ 
formation that leads to the arrest 
and conviction of the person or 
people responsible. 

Roger Critchell, the charity’s di¬ 
rector of operations, said: “Salim 
had just got into a friend’s car 
when a man in dark clothing ap¬ 


peared from the shadows, opened 
the car door and fired one shot. The 
victim sustained a fatal injury and 
he was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

“We are offering a substantial 
reward for information that leads 
to the arrest and conviction of the 
person or people responsible and 
urge anyone with information to 
contact Crimestoppers anony¬ 


mously. We don’t ask for any per¬ 
sonal details, you won’t have to 
speak to the police and you won’t 
have to go to court. 

“Just tell us what you know, not 
who you are.” 

Salim lived with his mother in 
White City and was training to be¬ 
come a gas engineer. 

He had been out with a friend 
on the evening of December 5 when 
he stopped at the restaurant in Wal- 
ham Grove. 

The shooting happened yards 
from the junction with North End 
Road - one of the borough’s busiest 
shopping destinations. 

A spokesman for Scotland Yard 
said: “Detectives continue to ap¬ 
peal for any witnesses or anyone 
with any information to contact 
the incident room on 020 8785 8099.”

Mental-health campaigners 
receive New Year accolades 

MANY of London's leading 
mental-health campaigners have 
been rewarded in the New Year's 
Honours for their efforts to fight 
stigma around the illness. 

Allies of the Duchess of 
Cambridge in her crusade to 
conquer the mental-health crisis 
were among those to be 'gonged' last week. 

The high-profile awards come as a boost to the 
London Weekly News Change Is Possible mental-health 
campaign, which is making huge strides to improve 
the lives of vulnerable Londoners. 

Sue Baker, director of the Time to Change 
mental-health initiative, was appointed OBE for her 
efforts to challenge stigma and discrimination. And 
documentarian Jonathan Benjamin was appointed 
MBE for improving awareness of suicide. 

The awards come only a few weeks after the Change 
Is Possible campaign reached the £5,000 mark in its 
fundraising drive in partnership with the Mind mental- 
health charity.

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Show must go on for dance 
star after cancer diagnosis 

A t 
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TOP choreog¬ 
rapher and in- 
ternational 
dance star has 
■told of his de¬ 
termination to keep his lat¬ 
est show on the road - 
despite a shock cancer diag¬ 
nosis. 

Thomas Michael Voss, 
who has orchestrated rou¬ 
tines for some of the biggest 
names in showbusiness, 
said his health problems 
had strengthened his resolve 
ahead of his most ambitious pro¬ 
ject to date. 

When London Weekly News 
met Mr Voss in October last year, 
he was making preparations for 
a groundbreaking performance 
at the Resolution dance festival, 
setting out to defy stereotypes 
around disability and masculin¬ 
ity. 

But since then he has been in 
and out of hospital after being di¬ 
agnosed with a plasmablastic 
lymphoma. 

Despite being midway through 
a lengthy course of chemother¬ 
apy and with his health still 
hanging in the balance, Mr Voss 
is getting back to work. 

In an exclusive interview, he 
told London Weekly News how his 
cancer diagnoses had made him 
more determined than ever to 
finish what he started. 

“This life-changing experience 
has shown me how precious time 
can be - sometimes we do not 
have time even though we think 
we do,” he said. 

“It made me realise how im¬ 
portant it was for this project to

for the likes of Mariah Carey, 
Lily Allen and Craig David, as 
well as a long list of theatrical 
productions over the course of an 
illustrious professional career. 

In the autumn, the 43-year-old 
ended a West End run working 
with a star-studded cast on the 
European stage premiere of F 
Scott Fitzgerald’s final novel The 
Last Tycoon. 

But his latest venture - Quaes- 
tio - has been a deeply personal 


project from the start. Inspired 
partly by his own experiences of 
playground bullying, the care¬ 
fully choreographed performance 
aims to break down barriers and 
challenge stereotypes. 

The cast includes a company of 
10 dancers whose movements fol¬ 
low the style of one disabled per¬ 
former, Joshua Robertson, who 
suffered spinal-chord injuries as 
a result of a motorbike accident. 

Mr Voss said he is aiming to 


flip conventional expectations by 
exploring the artistic beauty of 
Joshua’s limited physical capa¬ 
bilities and allowing him to take 
the lead. 

“It’s about the question of 
‘What happens if you don’t fit 
in?’,” he said. “Why is it we feel 
so uncomfortable around disabil¬ 
ity? Are we really all-inclusive or 
are we just ticking boxes?”

medium to take on a series of 
taboo subjects - from research 
projects examining the effects of 
dementia to encouraging the el¬ 
derly to try out on the dancefloor. 

While the cancer has threat¬ 
ened to derail the Quaestio perfor¬ 
mance, which is due to take place 
at the festival on February X Mr 
Voss is not allowing the complica¬ 
tions of treatment to affect his 
professionalism. 

“Some days I can forget that 
I’m ill and others I wake up and 
feel unable to get out of bed,” he 
said. 

“But I am trying to keep a nor¬ 
mal life as much as possible. My 
main goal is my work - I do not 
want to have that interfered with. 
I am determined to make this 
happen.” 

The show has helped him to 
avoid becoming depressed and 
stagnant, he said - and it is keep¬ 
ing his mind off the cancer. 

“Dancing is my life and I am 
fulfilling my dream every day. It 
makes me happy and hopefully 
that might help me get better, and 
stay better for longer.” 

Mr Voss is appealing for people 
to donate towards Quaestio and is 
looking for community or church 
halls that could be used as re¬ 
hearsal space.

June 2016 compared to the 
same period in the previ¬ 
ous year, which has been 
linked to the November 
attacks. 

“This is estimated to have 
cost the French economy 
£644 million in lost revenue. 

“It is easy to imagine that 
the consequences of a similar 
attack in the UK could be over 
£1 billion. 

“It is also clear that major 
international companies, su¬ 
ch as banks and other finan¬ 
cial institutions, who have 
flexibility in where they es¬ 
tablish themselves, take a 
keen interest in the safety of 
their staff, including working 
closely with the police and 
others to ensure that they are 
protected. 

“If London is not a safe 
place to work, we will be less 
attractive to these companies. 

“So, while it is our status 
as the economic hub of the 
country that contributes to 
London being a great city, this 
status increases our attrac¬ 
tiveness as a target, and could 
be significantly undermined 
if an attack occurred.” 

Keeping London safe is now 
proving a huge task for the 
mayor and security services, 
due to the large number of 
both targets and potential at¬ 
tackers. 

Lord Harris has revealed 
that hundreds of extremists 
are being watched by counter¬ 
terrorist police and secret ser¬ 
vices. 

He said: “It is thought that 
around 850 UK extremists 
have travelled from the UK to 
Syria and Iraq to join the so- 
called Islamic State. 

“Of these, around half are 
estimated to have returned, 
and may have received com¬ 
bat and terrorist training and 
may additionally be moti¬ 
vated by their experiences 
and what they have witnessed 
whilst away. 

“These individuals repre¬ 
sent a real threat and present 
particular challenges to the 



intelligence agencies and the 
police in keeping track of 
them. 

“As the most visited tourist 
destination in the world, vis¬ 
itors - both domestic and in¬ 
ternational - come to enjoy 
our history and culture at a 
huge range of locations scat¬ 
tered across the city. 

“Because of the nature of 
these sites, and the large num¬ 
bers of potential victims avail¬ 
able, these can again be a 
draw for terrorists. In fact, of 
the 73 highest-risk crowded 
places across the UK, 50 of 
those are in London. 

“It has become clear in re¬ 
cent years, though, that while 
a desire persists among ter¬ 
rorist groups to attack iconic 
locations, other sites where 
large numbers of people 
gather can also be targeted. 

“Attacks and plots around 
the world have demonstrated 
that crowded places, such as 
shopping centres, sports sta¬ 
dia, entertainment venues 
and places of worship are at¬ 
tractive targets for terrorists. 
London, with its population 
of 8.6 million, has countless 
such places.” 

Because of the “highly 
likely” terrorist attack, Lon¬ 
doners are being urged by a 
team of senior military and 
civilian medics to learn emer¬ 
gency first-aid skills. 

Experts say people need to 
know how to help each other 
because it could take some 
time before it is deemed safe 
for paramedics to arrive on 
the scene. 

An app, called CitizenAID, 
has been developed to provide 
step-by-step advice. 

Brigadier Tim Hodgetts 
and Professor Sir Keith 
Porter, co-developers of Citi¬ 
zenAID, say it is a good idea 
for people to have a plan and 


the knowledge and skills to 
help each other. 

Their app, pocket book and 
website suggest how best to 
deal with injuries in the im¬ 
mediate aftermath of a mass 
shooting or bombing incident. 

The system includes in¬ 
structions on how to treat se¬ 
vere bleeding - one of the ma¬ 
jor causes of death in these 
scenarios. 

It guides people through 
packing, putting pressure on 
and elevating a wound, and 
how to use a tourniquet 
safely. 

The programme also ex¬ 
plains how to prioritise those 
who need treatment first and 
what to tell the emergency 
services once they arrive. 

Meanwhile, counter-terror¬ 
ism officers have renewed 
their appeal for Londoners to 
help lessen the threat by be¬ 
ing their eyes and ears in the 
communities. 

“If you suspect terrorist ac¬ 
tivity then report it in confi¬ 
dence to the Anti-Terrorist 
Hotline on 0800 789 32f” said 
a spokesman. 



New tribute to 
council heroes

THE City of Westminster has unveiled a 
memorial to commemorate council employ¬ 
ees who fought and died during the First 
World War. 

The striking design placed next to City 
Hall is made up of 82 shards which represent 
each of the council officers who fought and 
died during the conflict. The memorial has 
been created during the centenary commem¬ 
oration of the war in response to the coun¬ 
cil’s original Roll of Honour having been 
lost. 

A council spokesman said: “The names of 
those who served are inscribed on a circle 
surrounding the sculpture, and include offi¬ 
cers from sweepers to financial clerks, a sign 
of how the horrific conflict didn’t distin¬ 
guish between people’s class and back¬ 
ground. Eleven councillors also served 
during the war.” 

The unveiling ceremony mirrored the ser¬ 
vice held nearly a century ago for the unveil¬ 
ing of the original Roll of Honour with the 
Dean of Westminster, councillors and coun¬ 
cil officers all present just as they were in 
1921 School pupils played The Last Post and 
read out the epitaphs they wrote to Private 
Ernest Boots, a road sweeper who fought and 
died at the Somme in 1916. 

The Lord Mayor of Westminster, Cllr 
Steve Summers, said: “In replacing the orig¬ 
inal Roll of Honour, this memorial recog¬ 
nises the heroism of ordinary people going 


about their daily lives who responded to the call 
to fight for our values and beliefs. They went on 
to do extraordinary feats in ‘the war to end all 
wars’ and made the ultimate sacrifice. Their 
commitment to doing their duty has ensured we 
are able to enjoy the freedoms we do today. We 
shall not forget them.” 

Cllr Robert Davis MBE DL, deputy leader and 
cabinet member for the built environment, said: 
“We have been marking the centenary anniver¬ 
sary of the war and this year we have also re¬ 
membered the Battle of the Somme, so it is a 
poignant time to stop and reflect upon the sacri¬ 
fices of our past as we look to the future. 

“This memorial purposely placed next to 
Westminster City Hall will be a constant re¬ 
minder for our staff and visitors to our offices, 
as well as passers-by, of all the people who 
served our borough and then went on to serve 
our country. They stand up for all that Westmin¬ 
ster represents and will no doubt inspire future 
leaders and role models.” 

Dignitaries were joined at the unveiling by 
children from Burdett Coutts and St Gabriel’s 
who have been learning about the Battle of the 
Somme as part of the Community Covenant 
work with local schools. 

Cllr Rachael Robathan, Armed Forces cham¬ 
pion, said: “This new monument is a part of 
Westminster’s commitment to remembering our 
past and supporting our serving personnel and 
their families well into the future. 

“Through our Community Covenant work we 
host a range of activities from regular work¬ 
shops with school children to providing advice 
on housing in the borough. 


Labour action team hits out over ‘disgusting’ BT phone boxes 


THE West End Labour 
Action Team has fol¬ 
lowed up residents’ 
concerns with West¬ 
minster Council on the 
state of the “disgust¬ 
ing” BT phone boxes in 
the area. 

Phone boxes have 
become a focus for an¬ 
tisocial behaviour in¬ 
cluding drug taking 
and urination and 
their poor condition 
has created an atmo¬ 
sphere of neglect. 

“Visitors to London 
and many residents 
view the old-style tele¬ 
phone boxes as iconic 
and are sickened when 


they open the door to 
find the disgusting 
condition many are in 
in our prime tourist 
area,” said a Labour 
group spokesman. 

“We are pleased that 
two phone boxes have 
had their doors re¬ 
moved in Soho to re¬ 
duce antisocial 
behaviour - but this is 
just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg. 

“ This neglect cre¬ 
ates a safe haven for 
antisocial behaviour 
and Westminster 
Council and BT need to 
do more. 

“West End Labour 


Action Team were at 
the forefront of calling 
for greater police ac¬ 
tion, designing out an¬ 
tisocial behaviour, 
deploring the fact no 
one monitors Westmin¬ 
ster’s CCTV months 
after we highlighted it. 
We continue to ask for 
greater co-operation 
between neighbouring 
boroughs. 

“We are pleased to 
see greater co-opera¬ 
tion already starting 
with the first Camden 
and Westminster po¬ 
lice surgery but are 
concerned to hear re¬ 
ports of the problem of 


antisocial behaviour 
being swept up the 
road to Fitzrovia. 

“We have now called 
on the council to en¬ 
sure better lighting 
and patrols around 
Newman Passage in 
Fitzrovia and to moni¬ 
tor residents’ feedback 
to the new lighting at 
Ingestre Court. 

“We are saddened to 
learn from Westmin¬ 
ster Council that there 
is no Neighbourhood 
Watch set up for Soho, 
Fitzrovia and Mayfair 
at the same time as the 
mayor of London is in¬ 
vesting time and 


money into Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch. 

“We will consult 
with residents and 
businesses on the cre¬ 
ation of local Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watches 
within West End Ward. 

“We call on resi¬ 
dents, Westminster 
Council and BT to 
monitor neglected 
phone boxes to the 
council and BT as soon 
as they see them so 
that the wellbeing of 
the West End and the 
quality of life of its 
residents is no longer 
taken for granted in 
2017.” 
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Mayor plans £50m fund 
to help city’s homeless

LONDON mayor Sadiq Khan has 
set out plans for a £50 million 
fund to help homeless people, in¬ 
cluding former rough sleepers and 
victims of domestic abuse, by de¬ 
livering properties specifically 
earmarked for people needing to 
move on from hostels and refuges. 

The move-on accommodation 
will help Westmin s ter’s homeless, 
including young people and 
women, who are ready to move 
into a home of their own after 
spending time being supported in 
hostels and refuges. 

The funding is available to 
housing providers as part of the 
mayor’s £3.15 billion Affordable 
Homes Programme, which was 
agreed with the government in 
November’s Autumn Statement. 

The mayor invests a further 
£9 million annually in services for 
rough sleepers in London, and re¬ 
cently launched his No Nights 
Sleeping Rough taskforce - bring¬ 
ing together government, bor¬ 
oughs and key agencies to focus 
on how to prevent rough sleeping 
and help entrenched rough sleep¬ 
ers. 

“Rough sleeping is extremely 
dangerous for everyone but espe¬ 
cially for women, who are partic¬ 
ularly vulnerable to physical 
attacks and verbal abuse,” said the 
mayor’s spokesman. 

“Female rough sleepers often 
respond to these dangers by re¬ 


maining ‘invisible’, choosing 
places to sleep which are hidden 
from view and ‘disguising’ their 
homelessness. As a result, many of 
these women, including those es¬ 
caping domestic abuse, are signifi¬ 
cantly less likely than men to 
access the help and support they 
need. 

“To help address this the mayor 
has allocated funding for a special¬ 
ist service, the Female Hidden 
Homeless Project, run by the Cen¬ 
tral and North West London NHS 
Foundation Trust. The funding will 
contribute to the provision of dedi¬ 
cated mental-health specialist sup¬ 
port with an aim of providing a 
route off the streets for women who 
have been rough sleeping for a long 
time across London.” 

Mr Khan made the funding an¬ 
nouncement on a visit to a special¬ 
ist service in Marylebone that 
provides accommodation, training 
and skills support for homeless 
women. 

The Marylebone Project offers 
112 long- and short-term beds to 
homeless women, as well as emer¬ 
gency beds for women fleeing from 


domestic abuse, and a rough sleep¬ 
ers’ drop-in providing hot food and 
showers. The project also offers 
skills and training including CV 
writing, and IT lessons to support 
users into independent living. 

Mr Khan said: “Rising levels of 
homelessness and rough sleeping in 
London are beyond shameful in 
one of the richest cities in the world 
and it’s a sad fact that for years 
some of London’s most vulnerable 
people have been let down and ig¬ 
nored. 

“Homelessness is a complicated 
problem and it will take time to 
turn things around but I’m deter¬ 
mined we do everything we can to 
support people from becoming 
homeless and help them if they do. 

“This is why I’ve set out plans to 
invest £50 million in accommoda¬ 
tion for people moving from hos¬ 
tels to long-term independent 
living, alongside the £9 million we 
spend every year on rough sleeping 
services. I’ve brought together bor¬ 
oughs, government and the wider 
housing sector - and it’s critical we 
work together to tackle the scourge 
of homelessness. 


“Rough sleeping can be very dan¬ 
gerous, and homeless women are 
particularly vulnerable to abuse, 
which is why the specialist services 
provided by places like the Maryle¬ 
bone Project and the Female Hidden 
Homeless Project that I am support¬ 
ing are much needed.” 

The Marylebone Project is set up 
through a partnership between 
Church Army and the Portman 
House Trust. 

Meanwhile, Westminster City 
Council is to target ex-Service per¬ 
sonnel who are rough sleeping on the 
streets and help them find emergency 
accommodation. 

Westminster is the first London 
borough to partner with Veterans Aid 
to tackle the problem of ex-Service 
personnel with no beds to go to. 

Outreach workers will now refer 
any ex-Service personnel directly to 
Veterans Aid, which will get them 
into emergency accommodation and 
make sure that they never have to 
spend a night on the streets. 

Cllr Nickie Aiken, Westminster 
City Council cabinet member for 
public protection, said: “It is espe¬ 
cially difficult to see those who have 
served our country ending up on the 
streets. That is why I am so pleased 
to announce that we will be the first 
London borough to work in direct 
partnership with Veterans Aid. They 
have a superb record of helping ex- 
servicemen and women and I hope 
that this will continue to make a real 
difference in Westminster.” 

In an appeal to residents, she said: 
“If you encounter a rough sleeper 
you are concerned about you can call 
Streetlink on 0300 500 0914.” 

Of the 2,857 rough sleepers seen 
by Westminster’s Rough Sleeping 
Team, 60 self-reported having served 
in the Armed Forces. 

Over the last three years, a little 
more than two per cent of all rough 
sleepers in Westminster claimed to 
be ex-Services. This compares to 
four per cent nationally, according to 
DCLG figures for autumn 2015. 

Outreach workers will refer those 
who say they have served in the 
Forces to Veterans Aid which can 
provide additional funding and help 
those with a service record. 

Dr Hugh Milroy, chief executive 
of Veterans Aid, said, “I wholeheart¬ 
edly embrace this partnership which 
will work on a number of levels. This 
charity’s operational HQ and drop-in 
centre has been in the heart of the 
borough for over 60 years and we 
have been a former Lord Mayor of 
Westminster’s chosen charity. 

“We share with the Westminster 
team a commitment to preventing 
and addressing street homelessness 
and the consequences of homeless¬ 
ness - not by giving short-term hand¬ 
outs but by creating enduring 
solutions. 

“We have an excellent record in 
dealing with homelessness among 
veterans to the extent that is now a 
rare thing to find a genuine veteran 
on the streets. Our emphasis for some 
years has been on ‘no first night out’ 
through prevention. By working in 
close partnership with Westminster 
we hope to take our prevention work 
on to a new level through direct re¬ 
ferrals from Westminster. We have a 
system of swift intervention that 
works - and recidivism among our 
clients is uncommon. 

“We are deliberately offering our 
unique and effective service to help 
Westminster with its rough sleeping 
issue. We aren’t asking for money 
here, we just want to play our part. 

“We are an operational charity, 
and the work we do is frontline. Peo¬ 
ple who come to our Victoria Drop- 
in Centre are desperate. We can’t tell 
hungry, hopeless veterans to come 
back in a few days.”

Education system 
doesn’t prepare our 
kids for business 



I T’S very easy to 
think that the fu¬ 
ture of our economy 
solely depends on 
politicians, analysts 
and City fat cats. 
But, in truth, it’s down to 
each and every one of us to 
make a contribution that 
can shape the country’s fu¬ 
ture. 

And that includes every 
schoolchild sitting behind 
their desk in classrooms up 
and down the country. Un¬ 
fortunately, our education 
system continues to let 
kids down by not properly 
preparing them for life in 
modern employment. 

Business owners seem to 
be repeatedly banging their 
head against a brick wall 
trying to close the gap be¬ 
tween education and em¬ 
ployment. While we appear 
to win the odd skirmish, 
such as the government’s 
commitment to creating 
three million apprentice¬ 
ships, it is a war we are a 
long way from winning. 

However, it appears we 
have a new ally, an enemy 
within if you will, in the 
form of Sir Anthony Seldon 
from the University of 
Buckingham who has de¬ 
livered a very critical as¬ 
sessment of the way our 
education system teaches 
young people. 

He says that rather than 
preparing kids for the ex¬ 
citing and unpredictable 
21st century, schools are, 
instead, preparing them for 
the last century, which had 
mass-production jobs whe¬ 
re workers had little need 
to think creatively. 

If that’s not hitting the 
nail on the head, I don’t 
know what is. 

It’s not often I agree with 
academics, let alone one 
who is a university vice- 
chancellor - but Sir An¬ 
thony has a real point, 
especially when he says: 
“In the coming years, 
Britain will need a million 
small enterprises to com¬ 
pete against the best minds 
in new businesses starting 
across the world.” 

His view that children 
need to be exposed to en¬ 
trepreneurship, engineer¬ 


ing and computer science 
is spot on and one that 
needs to transform into a 
groundswell of opinion 
across both academia and 
business that encourages a 
seismic change in the way 
we teach future genera¬ 
tions. 

Of course, changing the 
curriculum is one thing 
but it’s the culture of edu¬ 
cation that has to change 
and this is where I really 
stand shoulder to shoulder 
with Sir Anthony. 

He predicts that within 
10 years computers will re¬ 
place many of the skills 
that young people are cur¬ 
rently being taught. This 
will leave them with very 
few options when they 
leave school. 

Therefore, to ensure that 
the skills taught have an 
end-game, in terms of 
preparing kids for employ¬ 
ment, Sir Anthony sug¬ 
gests that league tables for 
schools shouldn’t be mea¬ 
sured on exam results but, 
instead, on how many stu¬ 
dents go on to get jobs. This 
would, as he quite rightly 
says, force schools into 
teaching entrepreneurship 
and more relevant employ¬ 
ment skills. This includes 
moving the focus away 
from simply getting stu¬ 
dents through a job inter¬ 
view and preparing them 
for the real world of en¬ 
trepreneurship. 

I would hope that Sir An¬ 
thony’s views can also be 
applied a little closer to 
home in the higher-educa¬ 
tion arena too. 

The gap between univer¬ 
sity and employment is 
also still too large and con¬ 
siderable reform needs to 
be made to a system full of 
worthless degrees and 
overlong courses. 

That said, I whole heart- 
edly support Sir Anthony 
Seldon’s views of reform¬ 
ing schools and the way 
our kids are taught. 

Those with the power to 
shape education don’t lis¬ 
ten to business enough. 
Perhaps they will pay more 
attention to one of their 
own - our economy de¬ 
pends on it.

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Neglected railway arches 
to be turned into shops

A NETWORK of neglected rail¬ 
way arches next to Wood Lane 
station will be reopened as shops 
and attractions as part of a plan 
to “transform” the area. 

Around two thirds of the 31 
arches could be up and running 
as retail outlets and community 
spaces as early as 2018. 

Transport for London is to 
make the largely unused units 
available to rent for up to three 
years. 

The revamp coincides with 
several other major develop¬ 
ments in the north of the bor¬ 
ough, including the extension to 
Westfield shopping centre and 
the building of almost 2,500 new 
homes, office blocks and restau¬ 
rants. 

Transport chiefs are yet to se¬ 
cure planning permission for the 
arches but Hammersmith and 
Fulham council has already 
backed the proposals. 

Graeme Craig, TfL’s commer¬ 
cial development director, said: 
“Opening the arches at Wood 
Lane will truly transform the 
area, supporting ongoing regen¬ 
eration with new locations for 
small and independent busi¬ 
nesses and improving pedestrian 
connectivity. 


“These are the first of a num¬ 
ber of arches that we are looking 
to develop to help us raise vital 
revenue to reinvest in the trans¬ 
port network.” 

The arches will be relaunched 
as a mix of commercial, leisure 
and retail outlets while some 
have been earmarked as pedes¬ 
trian walkways. 

TfL said it aims to open 19 of 
the arches early next year to co¬ 
incide with the launch of the new 


John Lewis store at Westfield. Of 
these, 13 will be for retail and 
business use with three as walk¬ 
ways and three for storage and 
cycle parking. 

A further 12 arches closer to 
the A3220 West Cross Route will 
be completed in the early 2020s, 
TfL said. 

Top developers and retail gi¬ 
ants operating around the site 
welcomed the announcement of 
the plan and hailed a “great op¬ 


portunity” to further enhance the 
area. 

Sean Ellis, chairman of hous¬ 
ing developer St James Group, 
Alistair Shaw, managing director 
for the Television Centre revamp, 
and Duncan Bower, Westfield’s 
development director, all ex¬ 
pressed their support for the pro¬ 
posals. 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council said the extra pedestrian 
and cycle options would boost its 
ambition to make the borough 
the greenest in the country. 

Cllr Andrew Jones, the local 
authority’s cabinet member for 
economic development and re¬ 
generation, also said the scheme 
would provide a hub for small 
and developing businesses to 
emerge. 

He said: “It is important to en¬ 
sure that there are opportunities 
for independent retailers, busi¬ 
nesses and start-ups, as well as 
the major stores and big names 
in Westfield. 

“Renovating and renting out 
the railway arches gives smaller 
companies a chance to benefit 
from the huge increase in footfall 
generated in Shepherd’s Bush in 
recent years.” 


Community’s chance to put tech ideas to the test

TECH bosses have unveiled plans 
for a new invention hub in White 
City in a bid to “open doors” for 
the next generation of en¬ 
trepreneur designers. 

Imperial College London is set 
to launch the complex - the first 
of its kind in the UK - this year. 

It will provide a platform for 
people of all ages and back¬ 
grounds to put their creative 
ideas to the test with advanced 
technology. 

The development of the new In¬ 
vention Rooms is part of the uni¬ 
versity’s efforts to share the 
fruits of the borough’s tech boom 
with members of the local com¬ 
munity. 

It will be among the first build¬ 
ings to open on Imperial’s im¬ 
pressive White City Campus, 
which spans more than 20 acres 
across the northern part of the 
borough. 

Professor Maggie Dallman, as¬ 
sociate provost at Imperial, said: 
“The Invention Rooms is about 
throwing open our doors to our 


neighbours and channelling their 
energy and ambition into cre¬ 
ative projects. There is so much 
we can learn from this commu¬ 
nity, and their perspectives and 
experiences will help shape the 
world-leading research taking 
place at our new campus.” 

The so-called innovation space 
will open inside a renovated of¬ 


fice building in Wood Lane in 
mid-2017. 

Detailed plans include work¬ 
shops, design studios and an “in¬ 
teraction zone” for members of 
the public to offer their own in¬ 
sights on the university’s pio¬ 
neering research. 

Youngsters will also be given 
the chance to draw up working 


prototypes of their tech designs, 
developing anything from mini¬ 
robots to smartphone apps. 

Michael Taylor, headteacher at 
the Phoenix Academy in White 
City, said the project would pro¬ 
vide “eye-opening experiences” 
for students in a historically un¬ 
derprivileged part of London. 

He said: “We’re looking for¬ 
ward to the new learning oppor¬ 
tunities outside the classroom 
and we are very grateful to Im¬ 
perial College for giving our stu¬ 
dents the chance to broaden their 
horizons and to achieve more 
with their future.” 

The project forms part of Im¬ 
perial’s wider ambition to work 
closely with business partners to 
convert research ideas into 
breakthrough products. 

It follows the launch at the 
campus in October of Imperial’s 
new I-HUB development complex, 
which provides office and lab 
space for start-up businesses 
within touching distance of the 
university’s academics. 


Bankers and finance 
workers pay record 
taxes during 2016 

CITY bankers and finance workers have 
paid more in tax that ever before - con¬ 
tributing £714 billion to the economy in 2016. 

New figures published by City of London 
Corporation shows that the equivalent of al¬ 
most a quarter of the financial services’ 
turnover was given to tax. 

The total tax contribution for the financial 
services was a 7.4 per cent increase on the 
previous year’s figures and the highest in 
the nine years that the report has been pro¬ 
duced. 

The contribution, the last set of financial- 
services tax data to be published before 
Brexit negotiations commence, is 1L5 per 
cent of total UK government tax receipts. 

It also shows that for every £1 of corpora¬ 
tion tax paid - one of the largest direct 
taxes - there is another £3.83 paid in other 
direct taxes. 

The report, which was produced by PwC, 
shows banks and insurance firms were the 
highest overall tax-paying sub-sectors, due 
to reforms in corporation tax and the bank 
levy. 

The analysis shows financial firms paid 
£8.4 billion in corporation tax, up from 
£7.6 billion on the year before, while the 
bank levy saw foreign and UK-based banks 
contribute £3.4 billion in the last financial 
year - an increase of more than 25 per cent. 

Data from the report shows that the equiv¬ 
alent of almost a quarter of financial ser¬ 
vices’ turnover in the last financial year 
went straight to the public coffers, with the 
average financial worker paying more than 
£32,000 in tax. 

Mark Boleat, policy chairman at the City 
of London Corporation, said: “As the last set 
of data on financial services’ tax contribu¬ 
tion before the Brexit negotiations begin, it 
is hugely important. 

“In light of the UK’s decision to leave the 
EU, these new findings not only demonstrate 
the significant contribution made to gov¬ 
ernment revenues but are also key in help¬ 
ing us to understand the potential impact 
of Brexit on different sub-sectors within fi¬ 
nancial services. 

“As one of the UK’s biggest service ex¬ 
porters, it’s understandable the sector also 
contributes a considerable amount of tax. 
Despite this, the sector arguably stands most 
to lose as negotiations loom. It makes clear 
the argument that government should be 
engaging with firms as it approaches talks 
with the remaining EU 27, and the pulling 
of the political trigger.” 

Andrew Kail, head of financial services 
at PwC, said: “The City of London Corpora¬ 
tion report shows the continued importance 
of the financial-services sector to the UK ex¬ 
chequer and the wider economy. 

“Specifically, the report highlights an in¬ 
creasing reliance on tax receipts from bank¬ 
ing and insurance firms. This is balanced 
against a backdrop of downward pressure 
affecting return on equity for the banks in 
particular, resulting from regulatory 
changes and the low-interest-rate environ¬ 
ment. 


Council tenants to be offered accommodation two hours’ bus ride away 


WESTMINSTER residents seeking 
new council homes are to be offered 
properties a two-hour bus ride away 
- in Hounslow. 

To keep costs down, Westminster 
City Council is planning to build 
24 homes miles away from the borou¬ 
gh. 

Labour councillors have slammed 
the proposals to use funds generated 
from selling off properties in Westmin¬ 
ster to build the new homes. 

“These proposed homes are not 
where they are needed locally but in 


the Zone 5 borough of Hounslow and 
this new scheme to transfer residents 
to outer London sets a deeply trou¬ 
bling precedent,” said a spokesman 
for the Labour group. 

“A rush-hour journey between 
Hounslow and Victoria by bus takes 
two hours, according to Transport for 
London, and there is little clarity in 
this plan about how these residents 
would continue to access Westminster 
City Council services and support. 

“A separate plan to build new fam¬ 
ily-sized council homes on council- 


owned land is likely to require afford¬ 
able-housing funds from private de¬ 
velopments in order to be delivered, 
as core funds are being allocated to 
the Hounslow project. 

“Labour believes that housing 
funds should be used to deliver new 
social and genuinely affordable homes 
in Westminster for local people, par¬ 
ticularly using public land. 

Labour group leader Cllr Adam 
Hug and shadow cabinet member for 
housing Cllr Tim Roca have requested 
that these plans are called in for fur¬ 


ther assessment by the authority’s 
housing scrutiny committee. 

Cllr Hug said: “These worrying 
plans see Westminster try to pass the 
buck for delivering new social housing 
to Hounslow. 

“The council should invest that 
money in creating new council homes 
in Westminster rather than allowing 
thousands of luxury flats to be built 
in our city while pushing out our 
council tenants to Zone 5.” 

The threshold for enabling the 
council's call-in process is a request 


by three members of the scrutiny com¬ 
mittee. With two Labour committee 
members for this further investigation 
to take place, a Conservative scrutiny 
member must also make the request - 
but so far none have come forward. 

A council spokesman said: “Ap¬ 
proval of the recommendations will 
enable the city council to acquire 24 
new homes, contributing to the strate¬ 
gic aim of increasing the supply of af¬ 
fordable housing available to residents 
of Westminster.”

W E are all aware that London is 
now an international target for 
terror. At a time when our news 
headlines are dominated by horror 
stories from Europe’s other major cities, 
we must all accept that London sits right 
in the firing line. 

Yet we are told by defiant politicians 
and police chiefs - on what seems like a 
daily basis - that we must not live in 
fear, we must not back away from the 
very principles these aggressors set out 
to attack. 

With these constant reminders of the 
everyday peril we all face, how can we 
be expected to carry on as though 
nothing has changed? 

In this climate of fear, we look to those 
who can provide us with safety and 
security - the enforcers of the law. 

So in the face of massive reductions to 
police budgets we welcome the news that 
every single ward in London - all 629 of 
them - will be guaranteed at least two 
dedicated neighbourhood bobbies, plus a 
police community support officer, by the 
end of this year. 

Sadiq Khan used his New Year 
message to identify keeping Londoners 
safe as his top priority for 2017 and he is 
right when he says our local officers 
should know and be known by the 
community they serve. 

There are so many ways in which our 
working lives are changing and the 
Metropolitan Police must, of course, 
continue to strive for new and 
innovative ideas to keep us safe. 

But the old-fashioned ‘bobby on the 
beat’ is, for many Londoners, still the 
greatest reassurance of all. They have an 
essential public engagement role to play 
in our evolving struggle with terror and 
we must fight to keep them on our 
streets. 


Urgent need to 
act on pollution 

An open letter to London 
Mayor Sadiq Khan 
2016 has been a year full of 
air pollution lowlights. The 
UK has the second highest 
number of premature 
deaths in Europe owing to 
bad air quality. 

London has suffered 
multiple high air pollution 
episodes. 

And the national 
government has been 
defeated in the high court 
for failure to deal with air 
quality issues. There has 
never been a more urgent 
time to take action. 

We welcome your clear 
desire to deliver a step- 
change in tackling air 
pollution in London by 
doubling the funding 
available and issuing air 
pollution alerts. And your 
proposals to make the Ultra 
Low Emission Zone (ULEZ) 
bigger, sooner with related 
measures is a good first 
step. 

At a minimum, we hope 
that the most robust version 
of these policies is 
implemented. 

At the same time, we also 
know that to tackle the 
problems of oxides of 
nitrogen (NOx) and 
nitrogen dioxide (N02) in 
London and make our air 
safe, diesel vehicles will 
have to be completely 
phased out. 

Almost 40 per cent of 
London’s NOx comes from 
diesel vehicles on our 
streets and over 90 per cent 
of N02 exhaust emissions. 

They are responsible for a 
range of respiratory and 
cardiovascular diseases

Conservation to 
get green light 

THE Open Spaces Society, 
Britain’s oldest national 
conservation body, is 
calling on local authorities 
and developers throughout 
England and Wales to make 
2017 the year of the Village 
Green, by voluntarily 
registering their land as 
greens. 

The society urges 
developers to include 
registered village greens 
within their sites so that 
local people have a 
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your letters and emails 


guaranteed green space for 
recreation which is 
preserved forever. It also 
urges local authorities to 
register their own land so 
that even if it is sold, it is 
protected. 

The registration process 
is simple; the only 
requirements are to provide 
proof of ownership, obtain 
the consent of any 
leaseholder or chargeholder, 
complete a form and send it 
to the commons registration 
authority (county or unitary 
council). Once the land is 
registered as a town or 
village green, it is protected 
by 19th century laws from 
development or 
encroachment, and local 
people have rights of 
informal recreation there. 

So if a planning authority 
considers that a developer 
should offer a mitigating 
benefit to the 

neighbourhood, it can insist 
that the developer registers 
part of its site as a village 
green. That provides a real 
boon to local people. 

Local authorities can 
dedicate their land as a 
green to ensure that it 
remains open and available 
for public enjoyment, 
regardless of who owns it in 
future. This is especially 
important in these times of 
austerity, when authorities 
are looking to flog off their 
land and the public is likely 
to lose out. 

Parish and community 
councils can also dedicate 
their land as green as, of 
course, can private 
landowners. This is a great 
way to secure green space 
for everyone to enjoy. 

We say that 2017 should be 
the year of the green, when 
local authorities and 
developers

dedicate new greens for 
public enjoyment and give 
the public secure rights of 
recreation.

IT is three months since the 
launch of our Change is 
Possible mental health 
campaign with the London 
Weekly News and its sister 
title the South London Press. 

In that time we have 
raised more than £5,000 in 
vital donations - all of 
which will be invested 
directly into the running of 
our psychotherapy and peer 
support services. We have 
also increased awareness of 
services that we currently 
offer and of other projects 
that are currently in the 
pipeline, such as our 
upcoming psychosis therapy 
service. In addition, we have 
gained the support of 
prominent political figures - 
Neil Coyle, Chuka Umunna, 
Heidi Alexander and even 
the Mayor of London Sadiq 
Khan - fantastic outcomes 
of which we are immensely 
proud. 

Most importantly of all, 
however, the greatest 
success of the campaign so 
far has been the broad and 
inclusive conversation 
about mental health that it 
has helped to initiate. 

From local influencers to 
campaigners, practitioners 
and some of our own service 
users, we have been thrilled

by the number of people 
who have been inspired to 
come forward and share 
with us accounts of their 
own personal struggles and 
recovery, as well as their 
unique interactions with the 
mental health system. 

This was our fundamental 
aim when we originally 
launched the campaign: to 
provide a platform for lively, 
insightful discussions on 
mental health where all 
perspectives, from the 
authoritative to the seldom 
heard, are given equal 
weight. 

In a climate where 
enduring stigmas still 
prevent so many from 
opening up about the 
distress they suffer, we 
believe it is critically 
important that everybody 
whose life has been touched 
by a mental health condition 
is provided with such 
opportunities to speak up 
about their experiences. 

I would therefore like to 
offer my sincere thanks to 
everyone who has engaged 
with Change is Possible thus 
far - either as a donor, a 
supporter, a contributor, or 
simply as somebody who 
has been empowered to 
discuss the issues it has 
touched upon with friends 
or relatives. 

My hope is that we can 
keep this momentum going 
over the months to come 
and ensure that the 
campaign leaves a positive, 
lasting legacy once it draws 
to a close - not just for 
Lambeth and Southwark 
Mind, but for the vulnerable 
members of our community 
to whom it has given a 
voice.

For many parents, having their child 
leave home to go to university can be 
a worrying time. Will they be safe? 
Are they eating properly or drinking 
too much? Are they getting any work 
done? 

Now, with a new occasional column, 
we bring parents the inside story on 
life at university from Issy 
MacLennan, a first year student from 
Wiltshire who is studying journalism 
at the University of the Arts in 
Holborn, reporting on what it's like 
being a Uni Girl in the capital 

T HE first term at uni taught 
me multiple things. For one, 
the only way to do all of your 
work in one go is by going to the 
library and staying there until the 
Tube closes - so you have nothing 
to do but drink Red Bull and work. 

Another thing I’ve learnt is that 
no matter how hard you try, Super 
Noodles will never fill you - 
they’re 49p for a reason. 

I’ve been met with several 
things since starting my degree; 
apparently for some people 


journalism is too “academic” for 
me to be going to UAL, but then to 
others it’s met with “is that an 
actual degree? It’s not a subject is 
it?” 

Both people who said this to me 
went to Imperial College London, 
they clearly forgot UAL beat them 
by 150 points on University 
Challenge, but that’s alright. 

Can I afford to eat? Not really, 
but I will spend £12 on Glenn’s 
vodka and GV Smooth, from 
Tesco, not a kiosk, as although I’m 
burning money, I’m not burning 
that much. 

Is this an issue? No, since I 
sleep through all meals. Some 
people put on weight at uni, but 
they’re the ones who actually have 
enough student loan to do so. 

My number one tip of advice is 
make friends with people who 
work in decent places. For 
example, my flat mate, who gets 50 
per cent off at Bobbi Brown. So 
yeah, Mum, you did get a 
Christmas present that said, “I 


appreciate the fact that you 
probably won’t be able to retire at 
a good time in your life because 
you have to pay for my 
accommodation since my loan 
doesn’t actually cover it”. 

This, however, does not mean 
you won’t be in your overdraft -1 
like to think of it as a game as to 
when I’ll actually be out of it. 

It’s not because I’m reckless 
with money it’s just that the cost 
of travel in London will always set 
you back at least £30 a week and 
part of your social life is very 
much based around alcohol (big 
up Lambrini being sold for £150 in 
Tesco). 

Going out is brilliant, until the 
inevitable happens and either you 
or your friend gets spiked. 

The fear is very real and to be 
frank it shouldn’t be - if you are 
dressed up and looking attractive 
you should not be panicking about 
whether you covered your drink 
whilst talking to that bloke or not. 

The greatest night out you’ll 


have is often when you’re allowed 
to wear trainers in a club - heels 
are the devil and they often charge 
boys £20-plus entry. Is it worth it? 
Only if it’s free drinks. 

You miss your Mum and Dad, 
pets and a decent bed. Being in 
London, I personally also miss 
clean air. 

One of the closest friends from 
my course I made through having 
horrific ‘fresher’s flu’ and her 
having to give me her water in our 
first lecture because I thought my 
lungs were collapsing -1 hadn’t 
begun socially smoking at this 
point, may I add. 

Another problem was through 
getting conjunctivitis from 
wearing monthly contact lenses 
on the Tube for two weeks solid 
and my friend having to lend me a 
tissue to wipe my eyes. 

I guess the main thing parents 
especially worry about when their 
children go off to uni is whether 
or not they’re safe. 

The thing is there will always 


be something that happens - 
someone will get followed late at 
night, someone will get mugged at 
some point, and although this is 
very rare, someone may get 
murdered outside your reception 
to halls. 

That actually did happen. It’s 
traumatic and horrible but the 
thing everyone has to remember 
is that you will always have 
someone to protect you if you ask 
for it; in uni you’re always 
surrounded by friends and you 
create a new sense of family. 

Overall, I’d say the first term of 
university gave me many things 
to be aware of but more the sense 
that I have more things that make 
myself me. 

I’m different to how I was before 
I left home because I’m 
surrounded now by people who 
are more like myself, even if 
they’re from completely different 
continents. 

I miss home but I still feel like 
now I’m right where I need to be.

THE crusade to conquer the 
capital’s mental-health crisis 
has been given a major boost 
with awards in the New 
Year’s Honours for key allies 
of the Duchess of Cambridge 
in her spearheading of the 
campaigns to eliminate sti¬ 
gma around the illness. 

Three Londoners who 
have helped drive the royal 
appeal, which is also backed 
by the Duke of Cambridge 
and Prince Harry and is run¬ 
ning in tandem with a cam¬ 
paign led by the Mind 
charity with the London 
Weekly News, have been 
“gonged” in the latest hon¬ 
ours. 

The awards mark official 
Buckingham Palace recogni¬ 
tion for the importance of the 
mental-health campaigns 
and will now add clout to the 
growing wave of calls from 
all quarters for more to be 
done to help the one in every 
four Londoners who will suf¬ 
fer this year. 

Sue Baker, director of 
Time to Change, the mental- 
health charity supported by 
the duchess, has been ap¬ 
pointed OBE for her crucial 
work to challenge the stigma 
and discrimination faced by 
people experiencing mental- 
health problems. 

Ms Baker set up Time to 
Change in 2007 with charities 
Mind and Rethink Mental Ill¬ 
ness. Since then it has grown 
into a national movement 
with thousands of commu¬ 
nity champions and online 
supporters who have reached 
millions of people across 
England. 

Mind chief executive Paul 
Farmer said: “Sue is a phe¬ 
nomenal campaigner who 
has worked tirelessly to raise 
awareness of mental health 
for more than 20 years. 

“It is in large part thanks 
to Sue that the nation is now 
more comfortable talking 
about mental health whether 
it’s in workplaces, schools or 
in living rooms. 

“Under Sue’s expert lead¬ 
ership, Time to Change is 
making a tangible difference 
to people’s lives with people’s 
reported experience of dis¬ 
crimination reducing and 
more people having the con¬ 
fidence to come forward and 
seek help when they need it. 

“Sue thoroughly deserves 
this honour and everyone at 
Mind offers their heartfelt 
thanks for all her hard 
work.” 

Jonathan “Jonny” Ben¬ 
jamin, another of the du¬ 
chess’ allies in the fight for 
better understanding of the 
widespread illness, has been 
appointed MBE for improv¬ 
ing awareness of suicide and 
mental health. 

Mr Benjamin, who has 
spoken publicly and pre¬ 
sented documentaries on the 


BBC and Channel 4 about his 
battle with schizoaffective 
disorder, was famously once 
talked down from jumping 
off a London bridge. 

The 29-year-old has since 
spoken in schools, prisons 
and workplaces and will run 
in this year’s London Mar¬ 
athon to raise tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds for Heads 
Together, a coalition of char¬ 
ities launched by the Duke 
and Duchess of Cambridge 
and Prince Harry. His initia¬ 
tive, ThinkWell, will raise 
awareness of mental health 
in secondary schools across 
the country. 

Mr Benjamin said: “I hope 
this accolade may give some 
hope to others who might be 
struggling that there is life 
after a diagnosis of mental 
illness and that such a diag¬ 
nosis should never put lim¬ 
itations upon anyone. 

“I will use this honour to 
push further for parity be¬ 
tween physical and mental 
health in all areas of society, 
from healthcare to work¬ 
places, and particularly wit¬ 
hin schools. 

“It doesn’t make sense why 
mental-health education isn’t 
compulsory on the school 
curriculum and yet physical 
education is.” 

Also appointed MBE is 
Professor Miranda Wolpert, 
director of the Anna Freud 
Centre for Children and Fam¬ 
ilies, the mental wellbeing 
charity of which the Duchess 
of Cambridge is patron. 

The honour for the pio¬ 
neering clinical psychologist 
is in recognition of more 
than 25 years of her dedi¬ 
cated service to improving 
mental-health support for 
children, young people and 
families. 

Professor Wolpert said: “I 
feel this honour is truly 
shared with all the people I 
work with and for. I am priv¬ 
ileged to work with such tal¬ 
ented and committed people, 
dedicated to finding the best 
ways to support child mental 
health and wellbeing. 

“These are challenging 
times but I feel we are mak¬ 
ing progress in understand¬ 
ing how we best help young 
people manage mental-health 
difficulties and achieve the 
goals in life that are most im¬ 
portant to them.” 

Anya Hindmarch, the fash- 
ion-accessories designer who 
creates one of the Duchess of 
Cambridge’s favourite bra¬ 
nds of bag, has been ap¬ 
pointed CBE. 

Mark Hix, the super-chef, 
restaurateur and London 
Weekly News columnist, has 
been appointed MBE for ser¬ 
vices to the hospitality indus¬ 
try. 

Mr Hix, who spent 17 years 
as chef director at Caprice 
Holdings before opening Hix 
Oyster & Chop House in 2008, 
then Hix Mayfair, Hix Soho 
and Hix City as well as 


Tramshed and Hixter Bank- 
side, said : “I’m honoured 
and delighted to be recog¬ 
nised by the British Empire - 
what a way to start the New 
Year.” 

Londoner Barrie Marshall, 
the widely respected music 
promoter behind concert ca¬ 
reers by artists including Sir 
Paul McCartney, Sir Elton 
John, Lionel Richie, Taylor 
Swift, Pink, Tina Turner and 
the late George Michael, was 
appointed MBE. 

Mr Marshall, who said the 
honour was for “all the gang” 
at Marshall Arts, the Prim¬ 
rose Hill agency which he 
has led for more than 30 
years, was applauded by Sir 
Paul, who tweeted “A tip of 
the hat, huge congratula¬ 
tions, well done Barrie!” 
alongside a photo of him hug¬ 
ging his long-time promoter. 

Clare Chamberlain, direc¬ 
tor of children’s services for 
Kensington and Chelsea, and 
Andrew Christie, formerly 
director of children’s ser¬ 
vices for the Triborough of 
Hammersmith and Fulham, 
Kensington and Chelsea and 
Westminster, have both been 
appointed CBE for their ser¬ 
vices to children. 

Ms Chamberlain has led 
work on Focus on Practice, a 
programme to enhance the 
skills of children’s social 
workers and develop more ef¬ 
fective help for families. A re¬ 
cent Ofsted inspection of 
children’s services rated the 
royal borough’s service out¬ 
standing. It was the first in 
the country to receive this 
rating under the new Ofsted 
framework. 

Ms Chamberlain said of 
her honour: “I feel very for¬ 
tunate but I feel that the 
award also honours the hard 
work and commitment of the 
teams of social workers who 
are dedicated to helping chil¬ 
dren and their families. I’ve 
been a social worker for 35 
years and it’s great to see our 
profession getting this recog¬ 
nition.” 

Cllr Elizabeth Campbell, 
the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for family services, 
said: “I am delighted that Ms 
Chamberlain’s skill, exper¬ 
tise and hard work have been 
recognised and I want to con¬ 
gratulate her on this very 
well-deserved honour.” 

Prior to being appointed 
interim director of children’s 
services for Kensington and 
Chelsea, Westminster City 
Council and London Borough 
of Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham last May, Ms Chamber- 
lain worked as the royal 
borough’s director of family 
services. 

Imran Amed, the Notting 
Hill-based chief executive 
and founder of the Business 
of Fashion blog which has 
1.6 million followers in 200 
countries, was appointed 
MBE for his services to fash- 
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campaigners and key allies 
of Cambridge recognised in 


Also appointed MBE was Leslie 
“Teacher” Palmer, founder of the mod¬ 
ern-day Notting Hill Carnival, for ser¬ 
vices to the London community. Mr 
Palmer is credited with revolutionis¬ 
ing the carnival when he was its direc¬ 
tor in the 1970s. 

According to Claire Holder, carnival 
organiser from 1989 to 2002: “Leslie 
Palmer brought the Caribbean commu¬ 
nity together because at the time when 
he became chairman of the carnival it 
was a purely Trinidadian thing. 

“Leslie said ‘There are so many as¬ 
pects to Caribbean culture and it 
should all be represented’. That act 
alone didn’t just bring people into car¬ 
nival; it actually impacted on our 
whole perception as carnival people. 

“His impact went beyond carnival. 
It had an impact upon our existence as 
black people in this country.” 

A 27-year-old woman from Kensing¬ 
ton has become the youngest scientist 
in history to be appointed MBE. 

Anne-Marie Imafidon was honoured 
for her contribution to STEM - science, 
technology, engineering and mathe¬ 
matics. 

As one of the top 10 women in STEM, 
she becomes the youngest scientist to 
be appointed MBE since the honours 
system started 1890. 

Ms Imafidon is also a pioneering 
alumna of the multi-record-breaking 
Excellence in Education programme. 

She said: “I’m ecstatic beyond words. 
This is divine, simply God-sent. I’m re¬ 
ally surprised, honoured and humbled. 

“Inclusivity in the STEM sector and 
across society is important for all of 
us - it’s an honour and a privilege to 
do the work we do.” 

In other awards, four influential 
London women have been appointed 
dame. 

They are Professor Elizabeth An- 
ionwu, professor of nursing at the Uni¬ 
versity of West London, for services to 
nursing; Inga Beale, chief executive of 
Lloyds of London, for services to the 
economy; Professor Amanda Fisher, 
director of medical research in clinical 
science at Imperial College, for ser¬ 
vices to medical research; and Helen 
Fraser, former chief executive of The 
Girls’ Day School Trust, the UK’s lead¬ 
ing network of independent girls’ 
schools, for services to education. 

In the arts, appointed OBE are 
Nicholas Logsdail, founder of the Lis- 
son Gallery in Marylebone; James 
Mackenzie, violinist with the London 
Symphony Orchestra; Helen McCrory, 
the actress who played Cherie Blair in 
the film The Queen and starred in three 
Harry Potter films; and Tim Pigott- 
Smith, the acclaimed Shakespearean, 
stage, television and movie actor soon 
to be seen playing the lead in the BBC 
adaptation of King Charles III. 

And Ray Davies CBE, frontman of 
The Kinks who immortalised London 
with hits including Waterloo Sunset, 
Lola and You Really Got Me, has been 
knighted for services to music and 
charity. 

Sir Ray said: “Initially I felt a mix¬ 
ture of surprise, humility, joy and a bit 
embarrassed. 

“But after thinking about it I accept 
this for my family and fans and 
everyone else who has inspired me to 
write.” 


New Years Honours 
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Community proves we’re better together

In the depths of a mental health crisis, 
the mere thought of arriving at work 
can trigger waves of anxiety and 
panic. Even being around others in a 
social environment may prove an 
impossible feat. As part of the 
London Weekly News and South 
London Press Change Is Possible 
campaign, reporter Jack Dixon visits 
the Mosaic Clubhouse in Brixton - a 
remarkable charity project helping 
hundreds of people to feel part of a 
community again 

W E all have bad days. Days 
when it feels as though the 
whole world is turning 
against us. Days when we 
seem to fall short in everything we 
do. Most people bounce back quickly 
from these temporary blips. They 
lean on friends and family for sup¬ 
port. They rest, recover and start 
again. They believe tomorrow will 
be a brighter day. 

But what happens when one bad 
day follows another? When the cycle 
never seems to break? What happens 
when loved ones are not there to 
help us through difficult times and 
we begin to lose hope? 

Before joining the Mosaic Club¬ 
house in Brixton, many of its mem¬ 
bers felt cut off from their 
community. When they were diag¬ 
nosed with mental health condi¬ 
tions, barriers to their employment, 
education and social lives appeared. 

“Often when people are given a di¬ 
agnosis, hope is taken away from 
them,” says the charity’s chief exec¬ 
utive Maresa Ness. “People self-stig- 
matise a great deal and that tends to 
lead to isolation and loneliness. So 
we never discuss diagnosis at all. 
All we ever do is talk to people about 
their hopes and dreams, to help 
them get their confidence back. They 
just come here as human beings.” 

Mosaic is the only accredited club¬ 
house in the country, with between 
300 and 400 active members. It func¬ 
tions as a self-sustaining commu¬ 
nity, where everyone - regardless of 
their mental health history - pulls 
together to get the job done. 

There is no distinction between 
‘staff and ‘patients’ and every single 
decision is made by consensus. 

In fact, the clubhouse is an en¬ 
tirely non-clinical environment. 
Rather than coming for tests and 
treatments, members muck in and 
help out with day-to-day tasks. 

The centre itself is deliberately un¬ 
derstaffed so that each individual is 
an essential piece in the jigsaw - 
whether working on reception, help¬ 
ing out in the kitchen or maintain¬ 
ing the gardens. 

“We can’t run the centre without 


our members, they are a vital part of 
what we do,” explains Mosaic sup¬ 
port worker Nancy Holden. 

“We all clean the toilets and sweep 
the floors. Members can even drive 
our vans if they have a licence.” 

Many of the members are referred 
to Mosaic by GPs and other care pro¬ 
fessionals, while some discover the 
clubhouse for themselves. 

They aren’t contracted to work - 
but the charity’s unique ‘whole com¬ 
munity’ model gives them the plat¬ 
form to put their skills into practice. 

The centre operates, says Maresa, 
like one enormous volunteering pro¬ 
ject. 

“People go away with this sense of 
‘didn’t I do good?’ It may be the first 
time they ever feel valued,” she 
adds. 

“We really look forward to seeing 
people but we never contract them to 
do anything. They have a choice 
about what they do and it gives them 
back the power.” 

At the heart of the project is an 
emphasis on helping people return 
to work. 


There are dedicated education and 
employment rooms, with an IT suite 
for members to brush up on their 
computer skills. Help is also at hand 
for drafting CVs and practising in¬ 
terview technique. 

By the time members begin their 
transitional employment placement 
(TEP) - a nine-month part-time paid 
job, secured by the charity - they are 
ready to work once again. 

Z OOBIAMehboob, a 42-year-old 
supermarket night-shift 

worker, recently started her 
TEP with the Lambeth Living 
Well Network in Streatham Hill. 
When she first visited the clubhouse 
in January, she had been unem¬ 
ployed for several years and was suf¬ 
fering from depression and anxiety. 

“I was really upset when I came 
here, initially I didn’t find it very 
helpful,” she says. “But clubhouse 
helped me a lot, my support worker 
helped me get back into my work 
and get my confidence back.” 

There are countless stories of per¬ 
sonal recovery and transformation 


at the clubhouse, which is one of 
only two centres of its kind in Eng¬ 
land. 

Around the world, however, there 
are hundreds - mostly in the United 
States, where the model was born in 
the 1940s, but in northern Europe as 
well. 

Maresa helped to launch Mosaic, 
in Effra Road, back in 1994 and took 
over as chief executive at the charity 
in 2012. As the first Maudsley mental 
health patient ever to be allowed to 
train as a Maudsley nurse - she went 
on to spend 30 years working in the 
NHS - her journey of recovery is per¬ 
haps the best example of all. 

“Every single day I see the differ¬ 
ence that we make to people’s lives. 
It means that no longer do people 
feel despair and isolation,” she says. 

“Of course you need doctors when 
you are acutely unwell but you also 
need something else, just to get you 
back on your feet. This model is so 
powerful. It’s my mission that there 
should be a clubhouse in every 
town.” 


Zoobia, 42 

Zoobia was re¬ 
ferred to the club¬ 
house by her GP 
in January. She 
had been out of 
work for around 
three years and 
was suffering 
from post-chronic depression and 
anxiety. 

“It is so difficult to get a job [in 
London] and I found it really tough 
filling out long applications,” she 
says. “I was really upset the first 
time I came to clubhouse.” 

With the help of a Mosaic support 
worker, she slowly regained her 
confidence to return to employ¬ 
ment. She now juggles 20 hours a 
week working night shifts at Sains- 
bury’s with her TEP, an administra¬ 
tive role at the Lambeth Living Well 
Network in Streatham Hill. 

At the end of her placement she

hopes to secure a permanent, full¬ 
time office job. 

“When I came I was very down 
and depressed, but clubhouse has 
helped me a lot to get my confidence 
back.” 


Dawn, 48 

Dawn only came 
to Mosaic in May 
but has already 
made huge 
progress. 

Before she was 
referred to the 
clubhouse by the Lambeth Living 
Well Network, her anxiety had be¬ 
come uncontrollable. She was 
scared to talk to people, refused to 
travel on the Tube and rarely used 
the bus. 

“Most of the time I spent at home 
in my tracksuit feeling miserable. 
My body had shut down,” she says. 

Helping out at the clubhouse 


forced her to get out of the house, to 
be among other people again. 

She initially worked in the busi¬ 
ness department entering data be¬ 
fore moving on to Mosaic’s evening 
sanctuary support service. 

Dawn is two months into her TEP 
at Public Health England, where she 
provides administrative support. 
She hopes to work in the health ser¬ 
vice in the future. 

“I really value Mosaic for what 
they do for people. They do not push 
anyone. They give them space to 
grow, to develop. I don’t feel like an 
outsider any more.”

Byron is one of 
the clubhouse’s 
most active mem¬ 
bers, arriving 
every day to help 
out in the hospi¬ 
tality and horti¬ 


culture department. 

His normal duties include every¬ 
thing from emptying the bins and 
cleaning tables to laundry and 
hoovering. 

With more than 10 years of club¬ 
house experience, Byron says he 
now feels part of the team. 

“It’s a nice place to come and it 
gives me something to do - other¬ 
wise I’d just be sat at home all day,” 
he explains. “It’s fun talking to peo¬ 
ple and going on socials, there are 
lots of different things to do.” 

Byron’s TEP with the South Lon¬ 
don and Maudsley NHS Trust’s 
SHARP mental health team comes 
to an end in January next year. 

He currently works one hour five 
days a week, but would like to pick 
up a part-time job in a supermarket 
or shopping centre. 

“I hope to find something else to 
do as well as clubhouse. I’ll proba¬ 
bly find a job stacking shelves in the 
evenings.” 





Small room where 
crisis can end and 
recovery can begin 

THE clubhouse is home to several 
different departments offering a range 
of support services - but perhaps none 
so valuable as the Evening Sanctuary. 

Opening five nights a week between 
the hours of 6pm and 2am, it functions 
as a place of quiet and calm for anyone 
caught in the grips of a mental health 
crisis. 

Staffed by a mix of Mosaic support 
workers and clubhouse members, the 
Sanctuary offers a comfortable and 
welcoming out-of-hours environment 
for people at their lowest ebb. 

Visitors can pick up information 
about relevant services, access art, films 
and music, chat with trained peer 
supporters or simply relax in a peaceful 
environment. 

While only a small room next to the 
clubhouse cafeteria, it provides a 
hugely important service - both as a 
point of contact for users and a building 
block on the road to recovery for 
members. 

Dawn, 48, joined the clubhouse in 
May and began working in the 
Sanctuary soon after. She had suffered 
with severe anxiety and social phobias 
but quickly found her feet talking to 
others who had struggled with mental 
health problems. 

After only a few months at Mosaic, 
she is now part-way through her 
transitional employment placement and 
working towards a full-time job in the 
health service. 

"I loved it, it was really good, helping 
people and talking to them," she said. "I 
heard so many stories like, 'if it wasn't 
for Mosaic I would not be here today'. 
When I hear those words I know that it's 
all been worth it." 

The Sanctuary is available to Lambeth 
residents over the age of 18 who live 
with a mental health condition.

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Blue badge scheme for those who need a seat 
to be rolled out across Transport for London

TRANSPORT for London is to 
roll out a blue badge priority 
seating scheme across the capi¬ 
tal for those less able to stand 
on buses and the Tube. 

The 'Please Offer Me a Seat' 
badge and accompanying card 
was trialled last year to help 
those who need a seat, but have 
difficulty getting one. 

The six-week trial was in re¬ 
sponse to passenger feedback 
and TfL research, which found 
that those with hidden disabili¬ 
ties and conditions, or those un¬ 


dergoing treatments, can often 
find it difficult to get a seat 
when they need one. 

More than 1,200 people tested 
the new badges, which are sim¬ 
ilar to the popular Baby on 
Board badges. 

“During the trial, 72 per cent 
of journeys were said to be eas¬ 
ier as a result of the badge. On 
86 per cent of journeys partici¬ 
pants reported feeling more 
confident when asking for a 
seat and 98 per cent said they 
would recommend the badge 
and card to somebody who re¬ 
quires or would benefit from it,” 


said a TfL spokesman. 

When it is launched, TfL will 
become the first European 
transport provider to officially 
recognise invisible impair¬ 
ments and conditions in such a 
way. 

The Mayor of London, Sadiq 
Khan, said: “I'm proud that Lon¬ 
doners embraced this innova¬ 
tive trial and that Londoners 
wearing the badges found trav¬ 
elling around easier as a result. 

“It's great news that this year 
we will be able to offer them to 
all those with hidden disabili¬ 
ties and conditions, and I'm re¬ 
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ally looking forward to the 
blue badges becoming as recog¬ 
nisable on public transport as 
our hugely successful Baby on 
Board ones.” 

Members of the public have 
been developing their own so¬ 
lutions to the problem, such as 
a 'cancer on board' badge. 

Its creator, James McNaught, 
took part in the TfL trial and 
he said: “Getting a seat on 
transport when you need it can 
sometimes be really tricky, es¬ 
pecially if the reason you need 
to sit down isn't obvious to others. 


“When I was undergoing ra¬ 
diotherapy for throat cancer, it 
meant I couldn't talk to ask for 
a seat and the morphine I was 
taking made me appear drunk. 
It was a real struggle to get 
people to understand why I 
needed to sit down. 

“I'm really pleased TfL com¬ 
pleted this trial. A badge and 
card will help make a real dif¬ 
ference to the lives of people 
undergoing drug treatment or 
with longer term conditions or 
disabilities.” 

Alan Benson, Chair of Trans¬ 


port for All, said: “While this 
will help many customers, 
there will be those who don't 
want to use a badge and card. 
We want to see those people 
supported too, and for every¬ 
one to get a seat who needs 
one.” 

Mike Brown, London's Trans¬ 
port Commissioner, said: “The 
trial made a real difference to 
people with invisible impair¬ 
ments, conditions and injuries 
who find it difficult to get a 
seat when they need one. 

“It was part of our commit¬ 
ment to constantly improve 
the network for all our cus¬ 
tomers and we will launch the 
badge and card permanently in 
the spring, once a thorough re¬ 
view of the findings of the trial 
is complete.”

New fire chief is a woman 



London Fire Brigade Commissioner Dany Cotton takes on the 
new role from retiring commissioner Ron Dobson 


BRITAIN'S biggest fire 
brigade has appointed a 
woman to a top position for 
the first time. 

Dany Cotton took on her 
role as the first woman in his¬ 
tory to be a London Fire 
Brigade commissioner from 
January 1. 

During her predecessor Ron 
Dobson's time as commis¬ 
sioner the frequency of fires 
reduced by 37 per cent and 
fire deaths are on a ten-year 
downward trend. But Mr Dob¬ 
son left his post with a warn¬ 
ing that the fire service must 
prepare for terrorist attacks. 

Dany, 47, said: "I am de¬ 
lighted to be appointed at 
such an important time in the 
brigade's history and am look¬ 
ing forward to continuing all 
of the hard work we have 
been doing that has had such 
an impact on reducing fires 
and improving fire safety 
across the capital." 

The new commissioner 
started her training when she 
was 18. 

She said: "It never occurred 
to me that it was unusual to 
join the fire service. 

"My parents were very level 
headed - there wasn't any 
stereotyping in our house¬ 
hold." 

Ms Cotton said female fire¬ 
fighters who worked in World 
War Two were an inspiration 
to her. 

By 1943 more than 70,000 
women had enrolled in the 
UK's National Fire Service. 

She said: "When I joined in 
the 1980s it was quite a step 
for people to accept women 
being firefighters. 

"To the female firefighters 
during the war, I'd say thank 
you for opening the doors and 
being the pioneers. 

"I think they were amazing, 
inspiring women who stepped 
out of very normal day jobs or 
domestic home lives to go and 
do that role. 

"Thank you for letting me do 
my job and showing that 
women can be brilliant fire 


fighters." 

Ron Dobson who was Lon¬ 
don's fire commissioner for 
nearly a decade, left the 
brigade after 37 years service 
to the capital. 

He said: "I am finishing my 
career on a high, secure in the 
knowledge that your new 
Commissioner Dany Cotton 
will steer the brigade through 
all the changes and chal¬ 
lenges ahead. 

"It has been an honour and 
privilege but the nature of the 
job means that sometimes 
you have to make difficult and 
unpopular decisions. 

"Although there have been 
dark times, I'm proud of the 
way we've embraced change 
over the years. 

"We remain well within our 
target to get the first fire en¬ 
gine to an incident within an 
average of six minutes and to 
get the second fire engine to 
an incident within an average 
of eight minutes." 

One of Mr Dobson’s final 
acts was to publish the draft 
London Safety Plan, out for 
consultation, which includes 


proposals to expand the 
brigade's capacity to respond 
to a terrorist incident. 

The London 7/7 bombings 
brought the emergency ser¬ 
vices' capability to respond to 
terrorist attacks into sharp 
focus. 

Mr Dobson said: "You can't 
be as closely involved in 
events such as those that oc¬ 
curred on July 7 and not be 
changed by them. 

"I know that I am a different 
person today to the one I was 
before July 7. 

"The role of a firefighter in 
2016 is a world away from 
when our great organisation 
was born 150 years ago and 
our plan reflects the varied 
job we do everyday to protect 
Londoners. 

"We need to plan for the 
very worst, even though we 
hope it never happens, we 
must prepare our firefighters 
to be part of the response to a 
terrorist incident." 

Mr Dobson, 57, was awarded 
the Queen's Fire Service 
Medal in 2005 and the CBE in 
2011. 
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Jail for four-man gang who blew up cash machines

A CASH machine rob¬ 
bery gang's spree was 
ended after one care¬ 
less member was spot¬ 
ted twice on CCTV 
wearing a t-shirt em¬ 
blazoned with the slo¬ 
gan ‘Seasoned Of¬ 
fender’. 

The reckless four- 
man gang have been 
jailed for a combined 
total of more than 40 
years after a month¬ 
long spree of blowing 
up cash machines net¬ 
ted them a whopping 
£ 120 , 000 . 

They pumped gas into 
ATMs at petrol stations 
and shops across Lon¬ 
don and the Home 
Counties before ignit¬ 
ing them from a dis¬ 
tance with an electrical 


charge and stealing the 
money. 

But after Daniel 
Dorkin was spotted 
proudly sporting the 
same shirt during two 
raids, the gang was 
caught. 

The gang was forced 
to leave half of their ten 
attempts empty 

handed, after failing to 
reach the cash com¬ 
partment of the ma¬ 
chines despite causing 
extensive damage. 

Trevor McCarthy, 
Gary Mills, Ray Abra¬ 
ham and Dorkin were 
all jailed at Kingston 
Crown Court last week. 

All four unemployed 
gang members were 
sentenced after plead¬ 
ing guilty to conspiracy 
to steal, conspiracy to 



commit criminal dam¬ 
age and recklessness 
endangering life. 

Detective Inspector 
Mark Bedford, of the 
Flying Squad, said: 
"This crime network 
caused a series of large 
explosions in petrol sta¬ 
tions and it was by 
sheer luck that no un¬ 
suspecting members of

the public were injured 
as they passed by. 

"There has been sub¬ 
stantial inconvenience 
caused to local commu¬ 
nities who rely on the 
services of the ATMs 
and also extensive 
damage to small busi¬ 
ness properties esti¬ 
mated to be in excess of 
£ 200 , 000 . 


"The substantial sen¬ 
tences handed down to¬ 
day reflect the danger 
posed to the public by 
the action of this reck¬ 
less gang." 

McCarthy, 43, from 
Ladbroke Grove, west 
London, was sentenced 
to ten years and eight 
months imprisonment, 
while 40-year-old Mills, 


from Chalfont St Giles, 
Bucks, was sentenced 
to ten years and eight 
months imprisonment. 

Abraham, 36, from 
Southampton, Hants, 
was jailed for 11 years 
and four months, while 
Dorkin, 36, from Bas¬ 
ingstoke, Hampshire, 
received a sentence of 
11 years. 


Mayor goes back to 
bobbies on the beat 



In a return to neighbourhood policing, the Mayor of London, Sadiq Khan, has pledged that every 
one of London's 629 wards will have at least two dedicated community police officers by the end of 
the year

EVERY area of London will have at least two 
neighbourhood cops by the end of the year, Sadiq 
Khan has vowed. 

The Mayor of London is on track to bump up se¬ 
curity by providing the local officers in all of Lon¬ 
don’s 629 wards, with more than half of London’s 
neighbourhoods now covered. 

“The move towards dedicated ward officers, who 
know and are known by the community, is Sadiq 
Khan’s first step to re-establishing real neighbour¬ 
hood policing,” said the Mayor’s spokesman. 

“Having officers based in a specific area means 
stronger relations between Londoners and their 
police officers, where local communities are 
served by dedicated officers they know and trust, 
and who understand the area and people they po¬ 
lice.” 

Sadiq Khan has confirmed that since introduc¬ 
ing the plans in July last year, 295 new dedicated 
ward officers have been appointed and are now 
helping to police London neighbourhoods. 

He also confirmed that all of London’s wards 
will have a minimum of two dedicated ward PCs 
and a dedicated Police Community Support Offi¬ 
cer by the end of this year, with additional dedi¬ 
cated officers allocated according to local need. 

The Mayor repeated his commitment to main¬ 
tain the strategic target of 32,000 police officers 
across London, but warned that it would become 
increasingly difficult given the huge financial 
pressures facing the Met - particularly if there 
are further cuts from the government’s review of 
the police funding formula expected later this 
year. 

Sadiq Khan, said: “As Mayor, the safety of all 
Londoners is my highest priority and this starts 
with real neighbourhood policing. I am pleased 
to be able to announce that we have delivered a 
second dedicated PC in 295 London wards. 

"By the end of this year there will be two dedi¬ 
cated ward PCs and a dedicated Police Community 
Support Officer in every London neighbourhood. 
Our local officers should both know the commu¬ 
nity and be known by the community. Their local 
knowledge helps to prevent and detect crime, and 
they are the local eyes and ears of our security 
services. 

"They are essential to improving trust and con¬ 


fidence in our police and keeping our communi¬ 
ties safe. I am determined to maintain the strate¬ 
gic target of 32,000 police officers across London, 
but I want to be honest with Londoners that this 
will get increasingly difficult given the huge scale 
of government cuts to the Metropolitan Police Ser¬ 
vice.” 

Assistant Commissioner Martin Hewitt said: 
“Neighbourhood policing is at the heart of our 
work and in maintaining strong links with our 
communities. I am delighted with the progress 
we have already made to increase the number of 
Dedicated Ward Officers (DWOs) across London 
as more DWOs means that those links can be 
strengthened even further.” 

The return to real neighbourhood policing is 
central to the Mayor’s new draft Police and Crime 


plan. All Londoners are invited to feed into the 
current public consultation which concludes next 
month. 

“The 295 newly dedicated ward officers are 
drawn from existing non-dedicated neighbour¬ 
hood roles, and ‘ring-fenced’ from being called 
away to other duties,” said the spokesman. 

“Until last year most wards had just one dedi¬ 
cated PC and one dedicated PCSO, with two dedi¬ 
cated PCs in around 100 of the highest-harm 
wards. This announcement brings the total num¬ 
ber of dedicated ward officers to £024.”

Fire risks climb as 
temperature falls 

AS temperatures fall firefighting 
chiefs are warning Londoners to 
take extra care when heating their 
homes after new figures show that 
fires caused by electrical heaters 
have resulted in seven deaths and 
162 injuries in the last five years. 

London Fire Brigade says fire 
typically start when blankets and 
clothes are left too close to or on 
top of heaters or heaters are 
placed too close to armchairs, so¬ 
fas or beds. 

Last year there were 142 fires 
causes by electrical heaters, 31 in¬ 
juries and one death. 

Dan Daly, Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner for Fire Safety at London 
Fire Brigade, said: “It's tempting 
to pull heaters close to you when 
the temperature drops but blan¬ 
kets and duvets or other material 
getting too close to heaters is a 
dangerous fire risk. 

“Shockingly more than two 
thirds of fatal fires involving 
heaters are caused by clothing or 
furniture being too close. People 
need to make sure their portable 
heaters are standing upright and 
kept well away from clothes, cur¬ 
tains or furniture. 

"Although the stats focus on elec¬ 
tric we should not forget that other 
heaters such as gas and open fires 
carry an equal fire risk gas fires 
if not used correctly. 

“Most of these fires are easily 
preventable. We're asking people 
not to become another statistic by 
following our portable heater and 
open fire advice.” 

The brigade has issued the fol¬ 
lowing safety guidelines: 

Portable heaters and fires 

• Secure heaters against a wall to 
stop them falling over, or fit wall- 
mounted heaters 

• Keep heaters away from clothes, 
curtain and furniture 

• Sit at least one metre away from 
a heater as it could set light to 
your clothes or chair, especially if 
you fall asleep 

• Always turn off your heater and 
allow it to cool before moving it 

• Change gas heater cylinders in 
the open air, or open windows and 
doors if you have to change them 
indoors 

• Store spare cylinders upright 
and outside, whenever possible. 
Never store them in basements, 
under stairs or in cupboards con¬ 
taining electric meters or equip¬ 
ment 

• If you are using gas, paraffin or 
bio-fuel heaters make sure the 
area is well ventilated 

• When using bio-fuel always fol¬ 
low the manufacturer's guidelines 
and instructions. 

• Fireboxes and containers should 
always be placed on a stable sur¬ 
face 

• Never add fuel to a burning fire 
or attempt to refill a firebox fuel 
container that is still hot 

For homes with open fires and log 
burners: 

• Keep chimneys and flues clean 
and well maintained 

• Always have your chimney 
swept by a specialist - at least once 
a year for coal and twice a year if 
you are burning logs 

• Make sure you use a fire guard 
to protect against flying sparks 
and hot embers 

• Before you go to bed, ensure 
fires are under control and 
guarded or better still, put out 

• Store logs away from burners 
because radiated heat can cause 
them to burn.

Keep your pets safe 



If you have bought a dog for Christmas get it insured and microchipped

HUNDREDS of families in London 
will have bought a dog as a Christmas 
present for their children without re¬ 
ally considering the implications. 

Dogs are expensive today and for 
top breeds and gundogs you are likely 
to be paying well over £1,000 - yet 
many people will not take out the 
insurance to guard against illness and 
against theft. 

Many will also ignore having their 
pet microchipped even though this is 
now legal. 

A word of warning! Since 2013 
more than 5,000 dogs - some worth as 
much as £1800 each - have gone miss¬ 
ing or been stolen right across the 
country and that is a 23% rise in just 
two years. 

But London is a dognapping 
hotspot with 567 pet dogs and 90 cats 
stolen in the capital since July 2013. 

Dog thefts, which made up the large 
majority of domestic pet thefts across 
London, increased 16 per cent from 
186 in 2014 to 217 last year. 

In total the Met recorded 769 inci¬ 
dents of domestic pet theft in the past 
three years, including rabbits, ham¬ 
sters, snakes, ferrets and tortoises. 

Cat thefts were down last year, with 
26 incidents compared to the 38 
recorded in 2014 while since July 
2013, 14 tortoises, 24 rabbits, 14 
birds, 4 guinea pigs and three snakes 
have been stolen. 

Pet dogs can be very valuable, with 
pedigree dogs often worth £1,500 or 
more and tortoises all fetching 
several hundred, even on the black 
market. 

Conservative London Assembly 
member Steve O’Connell said: “These 
figures show what a serious issue this 
is for pet owners across London. 

“Thefts are becoming increasingly 
common due to the amounts of money 
available to sellers on the black mar¬ 
ket. 

“For the owner, the heartbreak is 
immense as they lose a much loved 


pet that may have been with them and 
part of the family for many years. 

“As an animal lover I will be look¬ 
ing into what work the Met is carrying 
out to tackle this problem and will 
seek reassurance for pet owners that 
this issue is being taken seriously.” 

The National Animal Welfare 
Trust, which has a presence in several 
areas of the country, said: 

“Discovering your dog has been stolen 
and never knowing what happened to 
him is an owner’s worst nightmare. 

“The new microchipping legislation 
will not help reduce the growing 
number of dog thefts each year - that 
is an owner’s responsibility. 

How to keep your dog safe? 

■Over 50% of dogs are stolen from 
gardens. Make sure your garden is 
secure and don’t leave your dog unsu¬ 
pervised. 


■ 19% of dogs are taken by breaking 
into homes. If your dog is left at 
home, make sure your home security 
is good. Be aware if anyone has been 
watching your house and your 
movements. 

■ 16% of stolen dogs are taken from 
owners out walking their dogs. Vary 
the times you walk and the routes you 
take and beware of strangers asking 
you questions about your dog or trying 
to play him or her. Also, teach your 
dog to come back when called. Dogs 
running off can become vulnerable to 
thieves. 

■ 7% of dog thefts are dogs that have 
been tied up outside shops or other 
premises, an easy target for any oppor¬ 
tunist thief. 

■Dogs left in locked cars are also an 
easy target and 5% of all stolen dogs 
are taken from vehicles. 


■Neutering your dog will reduce the 
risk of a dog being stolen. 

■Ensure your dog wears a collar and 
tag at all times, even in the house. Do 
not put your dog’s name on the tag 
because a friendly pet could easily be 
enticed away. 

■Choose a dog walker, sitter or board¬ 
ing kennels carefully. Ideally take rec¬ 
ommendations from people you trust 
and ask for references. 

■50% of dogs stolen are puppies or 
young adults. Be extra vigilant if you 
have a pregnant bitch or a litter of 
puppies. 

So it makes sense that if you’re 
buying a dog for Christmas make sure 
you get it microchipped and insured so 
that it is protected from pet thieves 
and less likely to be a statistic. 

In other words ensure your pet real¬ 
ly is for life and not a festive whim.

FRAUDSTERS are sending out 
emails claiming to be from a legiti¬ 
mate company called UK Parking 
Control Ltd (UKPC) saying you 
have a parking ticket.

Moans and groans 

BARCLAYS Bank receives more thai 
twice as many complaints about fraud 
than any other bank. 

Figures from the Financial 
Ombudsman Service received 2,708 
fraud-related complaints from 
Barclays customers between July 
2014 and September this year. 

Customers only complain to the 
Ombudsman when they have been 
fobbed off by their bank or failed to 
reach a resolution. 

Many of the gripes about Barclays 
were from customers annoyed that tht 
bank didn't do enough to stop fraud¬ 
sters raiding their accounts. 

A third were upheld in favour of the 
customer. The next most-complained 
about bank for fraud was Santander 
with 1,208 complaints. Around 35 pei 
cent of these were upheld. 

NatWest had the third highest num¬ 
ber of fraud complaints with 1,142. Ir 
fourth was HSBC, with 992 registerec 
complaints. 


Agency hacked 

LONDON recruitment agency 
Michael Page has been frantically 
contacting thousands of job seekers 
warning them that their personal 
information has been leaked online. 

Michael Page says email addresses 
passwords, phone numbers and job 
applications were all accessed. 

In an email sent to customers, the 
Moorgate-based company said that 
an unauthorised third party illegal¬ 
ly gained online access to a server 
used by IT provider, Capgemini. 

Since they identified the leak, 
they have worked non-stop to fix 
the issue with Capgemini. 

“We know that the data was not 
taken with any malicious intent and 
have asked that the third-party 
destroys or returns every copy of 
the data,” said a spokesman for 
Michael Page.

My Milan tips Memories I’ll treasure forever 


I booked my hotel and flight 
through DialAFlight. Whilst the 
telephone service was very good, 
they found a four star hotel for 
me out in the suburbs. 

After doing some research and 
checking out transport links, I 
switched hotels at the very last 
minute, which left me with one 
hotel option at a price I could af¬ 
ford - the switch ended up cost¬ 
ing me an extra £130.1 probably 
should have shopped around my¬ 
self, giving me a broader choice 
of hotels - cheap but still central. 
Use the Metro system, it’s con¬ 
venient and economical and cabs 
may take you on a pricey detour. 
Check kid’s prices - my €8 bus 
ticket from the airport for my 11 - 
year-old should have cost me €4. 
Most hotels include breakfast, our 
breakfast buffet was vast - if we 
hadn’t been meeting family, I 
would have packed some away 
for lunch, too. 

Watch out for the chaps fastening 
wrist bands in the Duomo central 
square. They hijacked my kids 
before I could turn around, 
wrapped bands tightly around 
wrists and asked for money. I 
firmly refused. 

The flight and three star hotel 
through DialAFlight cost me £652, 
for two nights, with flights for 
three. But I couldn’t put a price on 
the memories myself and the 
children, came back with. 


e stood on the roof of 
1 the Duomo di Milano 
in Northern Italy on a 
heavily misty morn¬ 
ing so freezing we felt 
we had turned into 
the heavy stone statues standing be¬ 
side us, writes Hannah Walker. 

This was a moment I will treasure 
forever, especially as my son said: 
“This is the most beautiful cathedral 
I have visited and I can’t believe 
we’re allowed on the roof’. And, be¬ 
lieve me, I’ve dragged him around a 
lot of old cathedrals and churches. 

I booked Milan as a very last minute 
weekend treat for me and the kids. 

My dad, who is notoriously hard to 
track down and lives in a wonder¬ 
fully remote part of Maine, USA, was 
there for the weekend, so I booked 
the most economical deal I could 
find. It was a quick call to an agent, 
“just get the cheapest deal for two 
nights, me and two children”. 

I’m not interested in a fancy hotel, 
which is actually code for, I’ve got a 
very limited budget and we’ll be out 
the whole time, not sitting in a hotel, 
and to be honest I’m still a student 
traveller at heart. 

We flew from Gatwick on a Friday 
night and arrived at Milan Malpensa 
airport for 11.30pm set for a weekend 
of adventure. The airport is great for 
its bus and train links. We got the bus 
for €8 each into the Milano Centrale 
station and were there by 12.30am. 

And we did the typically stupid 
tourist thing - we got in a cab for a 15- 


minute journey, only for the cabbie 
to deliver us to our hotel, a mere 100 
metres from Milano Centrale. But 
when it’s below freezing with two 
tired kids in tow and past midnight, 
that’s what you do. 

Our three star hotel was perfectly 
located, not just because it was so 
close to the central station, but it was 
within walking distance of the Corso 
Buenos Aires shopping street. And 
since Milan is considered the style 
capital of Italy, this alone was a 
dream for my 11-year-old daughter. 

However, we were also very close 
to the Duomo and most of the main 
museums, so for me, this was ideal. 

Equipped with my long list of 
places to visit, the children and I set 
out early the following morning for a 
walk into the centre. Passing all the 
main shops and upon reaching the 
cathedral I bought passes to the cathe¬ 
dral, the roof, museum and church. 

It was two hours of wonder as the 
cathedral is remarkably rich in dec¬ 
oration and dripping in detail. We 
also visited when a full orchestra was 
in concert. The Duomo is definitely a 
must-see, and it’s also worth visiting 
the cathedral church alongside it - 
smaller but truly beautiful. 

Milan is a very pretty but hugely 
busy city. When you get tired of win¬ 
dow shopping, look up at the detailed 
architecture and enjoy. 

The metro system is simple, just 
follow the coloured routes and we 
were on and off the metro throughout 
our weekend , easily buying tickets 


at station terminals. We met my dad 
and wife Kayla at the cathedral and 
as two of my sisters, Myrrh and 
Rachel, had also flown from various 
parts of the world we exchanged 
news over a wonderful Italian meal 
and several after that. 

There’s plenty of choice of restau¬ 
rants and the food is beyond good. 

The children focused on pizza and 
desserts, I stuck to pasta. 

Together we managed to also visit 
the Brera Picture Gallery, which is 
one of the most important galleries in 
the world. It is packed full of famous 
14th, 15th and 16th century paintings 
- Mantegna, Tintoretto and much 
more - we browsed for hours. An es¬ 
sential visit. We also walked for 
miles and by Sunday had hopped on 
and off so many trains, we felt like we 
knew the city well. 

We said our farewells to our family 
and the three of us headed to the bus 
station by 6pm on Sunday and flew 
back into Gatwick. In bed by lam 
with school and work on Monday. 

Milan is definitely worth a visit 
and you can see all the main attrac¬ 
tions over a weekend and eat very 
well too. The food can be pricey but 
museum entries are reasonable. 

I did it on a tight budget and was 
not persuaded by the many souvenir 
stores. However, my daughter spent 
all her lunch money in H&M, whilst 
my son came away with a bagful of 
foreign currency change handed to 
him by my well-travelled father with 
the words - “travel and enjoy”.

Estepona: Costa del Sol 
proves a safe bet again 


I f it’s guaranteed sun¬ 
shine and a tan you’re 
after on holiday, Es¬ 
tepona on the Costa del 
Sol in Spain is a pretty 
safe bet, writes Zoe 
Walker. 

The sunshine beats down 
for a staggering 325 days a 
year in this historic coastal 
town, which is situated 
around 50 miles from 
Malaga. 

A world away from the 
rain and drizzle of the UK, 
it’s been a popular destina¬ 
tion with Brits for years. 

Surrounded by mountains 
and sea, it’s the place where 
Cilia Black had her Spanish 
home and Hollywood heavy¬ 
weights Antonio Banderas 
and Melanie Griffith are said 
to have had a pad here. 

Less bold and brash, more 
slick and laid back than 
nearby Marbella, and at just 
over an hour by road from 
Malaga airport, a hire car is 
recommended for those 
wanting to take in the sights 
around Estepona. 

Seville and Cadiz are a 
couple of hours’ drive away 
or there’s the stunning city 
of Ronda nearby. 

Perched high above a 
gorge, Ronda is home to one 
of Spain’s oldest bullrings, 
and writer Ernest Heming¬ 


way and film mogul Orson 
Welles were frequent visi¬ 
tors to the beautiful and his¬ 
toric Andalusian city on a 
mountaintop. 

Also just 35 miles away is 
Gibraltar, with its cheap 
booze, petrol, wandering 
Barbary Macaque monkeys 
and views across the water 
to Africa. 

Still under British rule, 
the police here wear UK uni¬ 
form, even in the sweltering 
heat. 

We took a guided taxi tour 
around The Rock. Costing 
around £90 for a family of 
four, it’s the best way to see 
the sights, with stop-offs to 
see St Michael’s Cave, the 
winding tunnels and ever- 
popular monkeys. Our 
guide’s knowledge of the his¬ 
tory of The Rock was amaz¬ 
ing, and as we listened to his 
stories and drunk in the 
beauty of it all we were 
stunned to hear that to rent 
his council house cost just 
£60 per month, with bills 
coming in at only £90 per 
month for utilities. 

The Gibraltan Govern¬ 
ment pays for his children’s 
university education and if 
they undertake certain 
courses they’re guaranteed 
to start a job on Gibraltar - 
debt free. It’s fair to say he 


leads a good life. And the 
visit was a reminder of just 
how different life in Spain 
can be for many Brits and 
why it is they flock there in 
their droves. 

We rented a self-catering 
villa on the outskirts of 
town, pulling the cost down 
by sharing with another 
family. 

The large private pool was 
a godsend, as was a covered 
terrace in the heat. No air 
conditioning but ceiling fans 
do make the heat bearable - 
and after all, that’s what 
you’ve come for. 

‘Chiringuitos’ or beach¬ 
front bar restaurants are 
everywhere, but it’s best to 
be aware of where you are 
eating in order not to end up 
with a sore tummy. 

Golf is a popular pastime 
in the area, with a slew of 
courses within 10-20 
minutes’ drove. 

Kids’ playgrounds are 
everywhere on the beaches, 
and the sands at Estepona 
are less packed and cleaner 
than the ones at Marbella, so 
it’s worth the drive out there 
to give them a go. 

• Nearest airports: Malaga and 
Gibraltar. More flights fly into 
Malaga, which is serviced by all 
the major airlines. 


Ten top travel tips for a stress free holiday 


• Keep everything together. A 
boring and perhaps obvious one 
to begin with but start the holi¬ 
day off right and keep all your 
travel documents in one folder, 
including your passport, then 
when you get home keep them 
all together for your next trip. 

• Donde esta, Quanto costa, 
Merci Beaucoup. If you are visit¬ 
ing a country where they speak 
another language, take a little 
time to pick up on a few key 
phrases. ‘Where is...?’, ‘How 
much?’ and ‘Thank you’ should 
be the base level of your phrase 
artillery and is sometimes 
enough to last a whole holiday. 

• Hotels are not the only way. In 
this new age of technology and 
the sharing economy you don’t 
have to pay for a hotel room to 
have a good time. Airbnb has 
paved the way for affordable 
holidaying in a homely atmos¬ 


phere and sometimes preferable 
locations. 

• Don’t get taken for a ride. 
Sometimes rental cars are es¬ 
sential for creating the perfect 
holiday but don’t be lured into 
the common pitfalls that have 
affected holidaymakers in past. 
ALWAYS take time stamped pho¬ 
tos of the car before you leave 
the rental agency and ALWAYS 
take out the extra insurance, 
you’re on holiday to relax, re¬ 
member! 

• Ultimate piece of mind. 
Speaking of insurance, have you 
got it? Again, this one seems ob¬ 
vious but you will be surprised at 
how many people do not take out 
holiday insurance. Comparison 
websites are best for finding the 
policy that suits you but don't 
just choose the cheapest one as 
it may not cover you for the 
things you need. 


• Every little helps. Avoid incur¬ 
ring those pesky bank fees from 
taking out money abroad by 
loading up your money on a 
travel bank card. Most will have 
free ATM cash withdrawals and 
some even have rewards if used 
in supermarkets and restau¬ 
rants. 

• Shop accordingly. Returning 
home from a wonderful holiday 
to a fridge of gone off food is a 
sure fire way to kill the holiday 
buzz.

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City break heaven - a whistle-stop tour of Scotland’s capital 



Charles Dickens once said: “Coming back 
to Edinburgh is, to me, like coming home”. 

And it is easy to see why he, and so 
many before and after him, have fallen in 
love with this city, both architecturally 
magnificent and bustling with life - thanks 
in large part to its ever-growing student 
population - as it is. 

And it was exactly that which brought 
us here. My niece, Lola, is three months 
into a fine art course in painting at Edin¬ 
burgh College of Art and already calls the 
place home. 

So, with the rest of the clan already 
having visited Lola this year, and with faint 
memories of a joyful family holiday when a 
youngster, it was with great anticipation 
that I boarded our Flybe flight from London 
City airport with my wife, Hayley, and our 
four-year-old daughter, Nellie. 

Edinburgh is city break heaven. For 
Londoners it has the added attraction of 
being just a few hours away by train and 
only one hour by plane - by far the quick¬ 
est and, if you book in advance, often the 


cheapest way of getting there. 

We stayed at the superb, five-star G&V 
Royal Mile hotel, perfectly situated as it is 
in the heart of the old town, whose staff 
made us welcome from the minute we 
stepped foot in the building. 

Arriving late there was just time to grab 
a quick pizza and head for bed, but this al¬ 
lowed for an early start on Saturday. 

After a breakfast fit for a king, we set 
off for our first stop of the day - Edin¬ 
burgh’s Christmas, a combination of the 
most Christmassy of Scottish and German 
Christmas markets, where we stocked up 
open cheese and local fudge, and a funfair 
for Nellie to enjoy, set in the picturesque 
Princes Street Gardens. 

A nice touch was the classy Christmas 
tree maze, where after Nellie has success¬ 
fully found six stamps which spelt out the 
word ‘jingle’, she was given a small gift. 
After a trip to see Father Christmas it was 
time to leave the markets and head back 
to the old town. As action-packed as 
Princes Street - Edinburgh’s main drag - 


is, if it’s history and a slightly more relaxed 
break you’re after, you’re best off in the old 
town and around the Royal Mile, and that’s 
where we spent most of the rest of the 
trip. 

After a quick bite to eat we next headed 
for Edinburgh Castle. 

The castle’s history and grandeur are 
there for all to be seen, but what is per¬ 
haps most magnificent is the view across 
the city from the top, looking out in one di¬ 
rection over Princes Street and beyond to 
Hibernian FC’s Easter Road ground and the 
open sea, and the other inland, taking in 
the breathtaking Forth rail bridge and the 
hills of the Highlands beyond. 

On our walk back we stopped off at St 
Giles Cathedral, the dominating central 
place of worship of the Church of Scotland 
in Edinburgh, in the centre of the Royal 
Mile, before taking Lola for a drink in Auld 
Jock’s Kitchen - a bar which drags you in 
simply by its name - and a superb meal in 
Victoria Street’s Howies restaurant. 

On our final day there was time left to 


spend an hour in the National Museum of 
Scotland - a wonderfully interactive mu¬ 
seum for kids. Then we just about had 
time to head back to the hotel, grab our 
bags and jump on the bus to the hotel. 

But this whistle-stop tour left us want¬ 
ing even more.

Italy: The country that has it all 


G reat food, culture and 
history, beautiful 
weather, some stun¬ 
ning coastline and 
friendly people - Italy’s 
got it all. And at just 
two-and-a-half hours from Lon¬ 
don by plane, the country’s capi¬ 
tal city of Rome is almost quicker 
to get to than Surrey, these days, 
writes Zoe Walker. 

Packed to the gills with attrac¬ 
tions for tourists, Rome wears its 
heart on its sleeve. It’s impossible 
not to be drawn in by the awe-in¬ 
spiring magnificence of the 
place - a powerful sense of om¬ 
nipresent antiquity that even 
London can’t rival. The Vatican, 
the Sistine Chapel, the Roman 
Forum, The Pantheon, The Colos¬ 
seum - there’s just so much to 
see, do and experience. Taking it 
all in properly requires time. And 
money. 

Faithfully following the tourist 
trail can be expensive - not nec¬ 
essarily because of high ticket 
prices, but because there is just 
so much to see and do - it all adds 
up quickly. 

Cafes can be arbitrarily expen¬ 
sive - especially if you’re eating 
in close to the Vatican City - and 
it’s best to check prices before or¬ 
dering to avoid a nasty shock 
when the bill arrives. 

Overall eating out is cheaper 
than in other tourist areas like 
Venice, and because Rome is so 
much bigger there’s more compe¬ 
tition, which means plentiful 
deals are on offer in the local 
restaurants. 

We found some great cafes, 
bars and eateries around the area 
of Trastevere serving cheap, plen¬ 
tiful food, making it well worth 


the short trek off the main tourist 
trail to eat there. 

Nuns shuttle backwards and 
forwards through the streets 
around The Vatican, habits bil¬ 
lowing in the breeze, but the area 
is also a magnet for beggars ply¬ 
ing their trade. Everyone says 
‘mind the pickpockets’ on going 
to Rome, but we didn’t encounter 
any problems. However there’s 
plenty of jostling, the streets are 
crowded and everyone seems 
slightly confused about their des¬ 
tination, so it’s best to keep every¬ 
thing packed away and not carry 
valuables at all or have them on 
show for safety’s sake. 

St Peter’s Basilica is amazing - 
we climbed to the top of the dome 
and although it’s pretty tough 
going, the views are well worth 
the effort. The Vatican Museum 
is a must see. 

The Sistine Chapel is as awe in¬ 
spiring as you’d expect. It makes 
you feel meek and overwhelmed, 
but tourists are definitely on a 
conveyor belt through here - 
hanging about isn’t encouraged. 

You marvel and you move on. 
It’s a stark lesson in how much 
The Vatican City, the smallest 
sovereign state in the world with 
a population of just 842, is as 
much about the money as it is 
about anything else. 

Tourism - and the pilgrims 
Rome attracts - are huge 
business. 

Parks, pavements, buildings 
and even shops are impregnated 
with the scent of the city’s awe-in¬ 
spiring historic past as the seat of 
the Catholic Church and the 
Roman Empire. Every corner 
you turn there is something new 
to see - fountains, squares, 


Roman ruins. 

We visited the Colosseum, 
which was brilliant, and the 
Forum, as well as other tourist at¬ 
tractions like the Trevi Fountain 
and the Spanish Steps. 

Most sights are within walking 
distance of each other (if you 
don’t mind walking) and Rome is 
fairly user-friendly and easy to 
navigate, so it’s not a chore to get 
about on foot if the weather’s 
good. 

Drivers are incredibly consid¬ 
erate to pedestrians and children 
are always welcome wherever 
you go, which makes it a pleasant 
destination for a family break. 
There’s also a gelateria around 
every corner with a range of 
flavours from mango to triple 
chocolate and way, way beyond. 
Busy, polite, packed full of things 
to do and - unlike Venice - possi¬ 
ble to do on a budget if you need 
to. We’re planning our next trip 
to Rome already. 


Venice: 

Capital of the Veneto region, Venice’s beau¬ 
tiful canals are everywhere. Head to Caffe 
Florian in the Piazza San Marco for coffee - 
reputedly the oldest cafe in the world. 

Florence: 

One for culture vultures. As the capital of the 
Tuscany region, Florence is home to some 
of the world’s most famous works of art, in¬ 
cluding Da Vinci’s Annunciation and Botti¬ 
celli’s Birth of Venus at the Uffizi Gallery.

The xx 

ELECTRO-ROCK pioneers The xx returned 
to the airwaves towards the end of last 
year with the flourishing comeback single 
On Hold - but 2017 will see the Wandsworth 
trio reach new heights of fame. 

Ushering in a new wave of light-touch 
indie rock with their Mercury Prize-win¬ 
ning self-titled debut album in 2009, The xx 
have been trendsetters from the start. 

But the weight of expectation has proved 
no burden for the three-piece, who are 
poised to release record number three - the 
eagerly-anticipated I See You - this month. 

In the eight years since the band’s emer¬ 
gence, their soft-centred sound has been 
aped by a generation of musicians taking 
their bedroom beats on to the main stage. 

The likes of James Blake, London Gram¬ 
mar and Alt-J have all borrowed from them 
in recent years, playing on the band’s 
dreamy, minimalist style to create award¬ 
winning albums. 

Beat-maker general Jamie ‘Jamie xx’ 
Smith crafted his own stunning solo album 
two years ago and his influence is already 
clear on the trio’s more colourful, sample- 
driven regeneration for 2017. 

A string of sold-out dates at Brixton’s 02 
Academy will follow the release of I See 
You in the spring, with the band tipped 
among the early pacesetters for album of 
the year. 

Despite being notoriously under the 
radar, this will be the year The xx finally 
become a household name. 


Charli XCX 

POP starlet Charli XCX could become the 
chart sensation of 2017 as she prepares to 
release her most radio-friendly work to 
date. 

The 24-year-old, who started out perform¬ 
ing in London warehouse raves as a 
teenager, is said to be tapping into her wild 
side on her third album, scheduled for re¬ 
lease in May. 

It will see the glitter-glam singer going 
even more gung-ho with her candy-crush 
sugar-plum persona, following in the foot¬ 
steps of Gwen Stefani, Nicky Minaj and 
Katy Perry. 

Still best known for her appearance on 
Icona Pop’s 2013 hit I Love It, Charli - real 
name Charlotte Aitchison - has already 
compiled two records of over-the-top bub¬ 
blegum pop and bagged her own world 
headline tour. 

Her party-girl personality and overt sex 
appeal are key components of the modern- 
day pop princess. But Charli has the knack 
for a dynamite hook too, showing off her 
impressive vocal range on latest single 
After The Afterparty. 

She’s recruited top producers Star gate 


and BloodPop to help add the finishing 
touches to the new album, which is set to 
announce the young Brit as one of the 
world’s most innovative and dangerous 
stars. 

And while she is yet to breakthrough 
with a chart-topper of her own, it could be 
third time lucky for Charli XCX in 2017. 


Nadia Rose 

SOUTH London rapper Nadia Rose is one 
of a clutch of young female artists making 
a stand in the traditionally male-dominated 
arena of hip-hop and grime. 

The 23-year-old first drew attention for 
her homemade - and more than a little 
dangerous - music video for the track Sta¬ 
tion, which depicted her rapping to camera 
moments before a train hurtles past her on 
the tracks beside. Needless to say there 
was no planning or permission involved. 

Later she body-popped over London 
streets on the joyously choreographed 
video for Skwod, aping the charismatic 
performance style made famous by the 
likes of her heroes Missy Elliot and Lil 
Kim. 

Not since Ms Dynamite’s commercial 
breakthrough in the early 2000s, however, 
has a female artist threatened to seize con¬ 
trol of the scene in the way that Nadia Rose 
promises to this year. 

Already tipped in the BBC’s top five 
Sound of 2017 acts, she is beginning to 
catch the eye of influential change-makers 
across the industry. 

Rose has her heart set on bringing a 
Grammy home to Croydon one day - but 
for the time being she’s happy simply 
doing what she does best. 

“I’m in my element,” she revealed in a 
recent interview. “I’m doing the thing I 
love and I’m being able to share that with 
people.” 


Wolf Alice 

COMBINING the self-reflective emotional 
delicacy of folk music with the driving 
rhythms of rock, Wolf Alice have emerged 
as one of the UK’s freshest young bands. 

The North Londoners broke through in 
2015 with their critically acclaimed debut 
album My Love Is Cool and picked up a 
string of gongs, including nominations for 
the Ivor Novello and Grammy awards. 

Comparisons have been drawn with 
grunge group Hole and 1990s new-wavers 
Elastica - but in truth Wolf Alice are every 
bit a beast of their own making. 

They are tipped for big things with 
album number two in 2017 - and the next 12 
months could see the four-piece make the 
leap to top dogs in the UK indie rock scene. 

Early indications for the direction of the 
as yet unannounced follow-up record point 
to a harder-edged sound, with the new 
track Yuk Foo teased to audiences on the 
band’s US tour. 

Whenever the band do confirm their re¬ 
turn, fans and critics alike will be champ¬ 
ing at the bit for a taste of the fresh 
material. 

At a time when guitar rock is fast going 
out of fashion, Wolf Alice are living proof 
that old dogs really can learn new tricks. 


Four tickets to see Adele? That’s £36,000 


IT may be a good idea for 
rock fans planning to see 
their heroes perform in Lon¬ 
don this summer to first win 
the National Lottery before 
trying to find any tickets, 
writes Geoff Baker. 

Because although a very 
few tickets are still available 
for some of the superstars’ 
shows, most of the gigs are 
sold out and touts are cash¬ 
ing in at unprecedented lev¬ 
els on the demand for a seat 
or just a small space to 
stand. 

The touts are making such 
a killing that if you fancied 
treating your partner and a 
couple of kids to see Adele 
during her four-show, sold- 
out run at Wembley Stadium 
at the end of June, get your¬ 
self a stiff drink now - as 
you’ll be looking at forking 
out up to £36,000 for four 
good seats on the black mar¬ 
ket. 

Alternatively, you could 
put your name down for the 
new Audi A6, which will be 
launching around the same 
time, and save yourself a 
grand. 

Or you could book every 
ticket for the 250-capacity 
Night Of New Music which 
takes place at the Half Moon 
in Putney a couple of days 
before Adele’s opening night 
on June 28, buy all of your 
guests three drinks and a 
burger each, and save 
£28,388 - and possibly get to 
see the next Adele as the 
Half Moon showcases “a 
night of new music and dis¬ 
covery” at the £2.50-entry 
show. 

While rock pubs like the 
Half Moon are working hard 
to give a platform and an au¬ 
dience to the next genera¬ 
tion of great talent, those 


who have already made it to 
legend status are seeing de¬ 
mand like never before for 
their summer shows. 

Take That’s six dates at 
the 02 in June are pretty 
much all gone. And with the 
exception of a handful of 
seats on June 12 which will 
be all gone soon, fans will 
have to turn to the scalpers 
who have already whacked 
up the resale of £60 tickets 
to £825 - and that price will 
rise. 

There’s still some £74 gen¬ 
eral-admission tickets avail¬ 
able to see Tom Petty And 
The Heartbreakers sup¬ 
ported by Stevie Nicks at 
Hyde Park on July 9, but 
they too may have gone by 
the time you read this. 

Don’t leave it too late to 
see Guns N’ Roses’ return at 
London Stadium on June 16 
and 17 - even at £164 stand¬ 
ing, they are going like the 
clappers. 

For those who have the 
spare cash, one way to leap 
to the front of the queue is to 
go for the VIP package at 
such super gigs. But you do 
need the money, as one 
standing seat for Guns N’ 
Roses’ Welcome To The Jun¬ 
gle Ultimate Package will set 
you back £840. 

But the package does in¬ 
clude: a souvenir Guns N’ 
Roses laminate, a “limited 
edition GN’R VIP gift pack”, 
VIP commemorative ticket, 
“exclusive access to the ele¬ 
vated VIP riser located on 
the field with unobstructed 
views of the stage and com¬ 
plimentary bar with beers 
and wine” and further exclu¬ 
sive access to “an intimate 
backstage tour: go behind 
the scenes and ask select 
members of GN’R crew what 


it takes to put an elaborate 
production together”. 

And if the lure of that has 
not got you salivating, 
there’s also: “Go on stage be¬ 
fore the show for a group 
photo opportunity.” 

Although a group photo 
opportunity may imply, as it 
does to us, a photo op with 
the group, read the terms 
and conditions before get¬ 
ting your hopes high of com¬ 
ing away with a snap of you 
hugging Axl Rose. For lower 
down in the description of 
the fabulous VIP deal it says: 
“No band members included 
in on-stage group photo.” 

Never mind, there’s al¬ 
ways the best left to last - 
Bob Dylan’s Never Ending 
Tour arrives at The SSE 
Arena, Wembley, on May 9. 
Although it has pretty much 
sold out, a few £110 to £137 
tickets were still being ad¬ 
vertised last week - but they 
will all go long before the 
show and again fans will be 
at the mercy of the touts. 

Although the highly un¬ 
predictable Dylan is not fa¬ 
mous for group photo 
opportunities, he is leg¬ 
endary for doing the unex¬ 
pected - including the 
occasional surprise gig like 
the one he staged when he 
turned up unannounced at 
his grandson’s kindergarten 
school in Los Angeles. 

So for fans who won’t be 
able to afford tout rates, it 
could be worth hanging out 
at The Troubadour around 
the time he’s in town, in case 
he gets nostalgic. Back in 
1962 under the name Blind 
Boy Grunt, Dylan played the 
Old Brompton Road cellar 
bar and maybe he’ll return. 
Unlikely - but with Dylan 
you never know.

HER Majesty the fashion Queen has done it 
again, inspiring the style gurus to announce 
that this spring’s must-wear colour will be her 
favourite shade - yellow. 

Even in her 91st year, the Queen continues to 
lead the trends and soon we’ll all be walking out 
in her primrose look. 

Although yellow has long been a colour that 
many women have avoided, due to it doing little 
or nothing for those of a paler skin, designers of 
the “in” look for spring have taken inspiration 
from the Queen to make it the new hue for the 
season. 

Catwalks in London and New York were like 
a field of buttercups when models recently 
showed off the new collections - and fashion ed¬ 
itors at The Times have now announced “forget 
pink, yellow leads the way for 2017”. 

While other style leaders have long preferred 
to look moody and svelte in black, the Queen 
has been wearing yellow for at least 60 years - 
because it’s practical, at least for Her Majesty.

Majesty had to plough up to 
660 pages of complex, 
dryly-written correspon¬ 
dence. 

The documents can in¬ 
clude classified security 
briefings, weekly sum¬ 
maries from the governors 
general, telegrams from the 
Foreign Office and cabinet 
minutes - just what you 
want when you’re in bed 
with a hacking cough, feel¬ 
ing wretched. 

And to make matters 
even more demanding, if 


any of the red boxes come 
from Canada, many of the 
pages contained will be in 
French - which, fortu¬ 
nately, Her Majesty reads 
fluently. 

As our maths editor cal¬ 
culates that during her 
64-year reign Her Majesty 
has worked through up to 
1,393,920 pages of matters 
of state, or some 700 mil¬ 
lion words, it’s not hard to 
see why she is considered 
the world’s hardest-work¬ 
ing royal.

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Schools funding plans 
could hamper pupils’ 
progress - top teachers

TOP teachers in Hammersmith and Fulham 
have warned that plans to change the way 
schools are funded could threaten children’s 
progress in class. 

The heads of two of the borough’s biggest 
schools are among the latest to speak out 
against the government’s controversial shake- 
up of education funding. 

Senior teachers at Fulham College Boys’ 
School and the Sir John Lille Primary School 
warned of the potentially “disastrous” impact 
of the policy on their pupils. 

It comes after an analysis by the National 
Union of Teachers named Hammersmith and 
Fulham as one of the areas hardest hit by fund¬ 
ing cuts in recent years. 

Peter Haylock, executive principal at Fulham 
College Boys’ School, Fulham Cross Girls’ 
School and the Fulham Enterprise Studio, said: 
“I don’t understand why the government is do¬ 
ing this. 

“A lot of our costs come from employing peo¬ 
ple. If there are significant cuts to our budget, 
then we’ll have to look at all areas of the school 
and decide what to do - it’s potentially disas¬ 
trous. 

“It’s very short-sighted. Any threat to our 
budget is a threat to the key part of what we 
do.” 

Sue Hayward, headteacher at Sir John Lillie 
Primary School, said: “It’s going to have a real 
impact on staff, on support staff in particular. 

“If pupils don’t have someone to teach and 
help them learn in small groups then their 
progress suffers.” 

Hammersmith and Fulham council has 
warned that some of the borough’s schools 
could be forced to close under the government’s 
forthcoming “fairer funding” proposals. 

Town-hall chiefs fear funding for local schools 
will be slashed and redistributed to other parts 
of the country. 

It follows a NUT analysis that suggested 
schools in Hammersmith and Fulham were al¬ 
most £400 worse off per pupil than before the 
2015 general election. 

Schools were already being forced to make 
their own budget cuts because funding had not 
been increased to cover costs, the union said. 

Cllr Sue Fennimore, the council’s cabinet 
member for social inclusion, said the policy 
was “like robbing Peter to pay Paul” and 
warned that schools could not afford any re¬ 
ductions in their “vital” funding. 

The Department for Education said the 
schools budget had been protected in recent 
years and that it now totalled more than £40 
billion - the highest on record. 

A spokesman said: “The government’s fairer 
funding proposals will ensure that areas with 
the highest need attract the most funding and 
end the historic unfairness in the system.”

THE world's first hydrogen-powered double- 
decker bus will be trialled in London this year as 
part of a scheme to phase out "dirty 77 diesel 
buses. 

London mayor Sadiq Khan said that no more 
"dirty 77 pure diesel buses would be added to 
Transport for London's fleet from 2018. 

Every new single-decker bus made for Central 
London will also be zero-emission. 

Mr Khan said: "I'm implementing hard-hitting 
measures to clean up London's toxic air. I want 
London to become a world leader in hydrogen 
and electric bus technology." 

Eleven other major cities have agreed to 
phase out pure diesel buses by the end of 2020. 
These include New York, Los Angeles, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Amsterdam, Copenhagen and Cape Town. 



Man who killed 
former colleague 
after shoe prank 
faces jail term 

A CITY worker, who killed a former colleague 
with a single punch after his shoe was 
thrown out of a taxi window in a drunken 
prank, faces jail. 

Alexander Thomson, 32, attacked Thomas 
Hulme, 23, after a night out with former work 
colleagues after losing his job at a recruit¬ 
ment firm in Farringdon in August last year. 

They had jumped in a minicab with three 
other passengers near Farringdon station 
after drinking nearby. 

Mr Hulme threw Thomson's shoe out of 
the window - and Thomson responded by 
punching him in the head. 

The victim collapsed - and at around 
11.20pm, the taxi driver stopped by the junc¬ 
tion with Old Seacoal Lane, near Ludgate Cir¬ 
cus in the City. 

Emergency services were called to the 
scene and Mr Hulme was taken to hospital. 

Mr Hulme, of Tooting, died the following 
evening. 

Thomson was arrested and charged with 
manslaughter. At the Old Bailey, he pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter. 

Wearing a dark blue suit and tie, and with 
short brown hair, he spoke only to enter a 
guilty plea. 

Members of the victim's family were in 
court during the hearing. 

Lisa Wilding QC, defending, said Thom¬ 
son's defence team would be seeking expert 
evidence from a psychiatrist or psychologist. 

She said: "The defendant has since these 
tragic events been seeing two different 
counsellors in respect of both alcohol con¬ 
sumption and more specifically the underly¬ 
ing issues that might have been masked by 
that alcohol consumption. 

"Can I make clear that Alexander Thomson 
recognises that a custodial sentence will be 
the expected sentence following his guilty 
plea. 

"It is, however, a case where we submit all 
of the circumstances of this case are such 
that the court should know why it is that 
matters escalated to the level that they did 
that night, with the wholly unexpected but 
tragic consequences. 

"He now abstains completely from alco¬ 
hol." 

Summarising the incident at an earlier 
hearing, Judge Wendy Joseph QC said: "Mr 
Alexander Thomson was out drinking with a 
group of friends at a place where he recently 
lost his employment. 

"On the way home, one of the other 
young men, apparently in a spirit of jest, 
threw his shoe out of the window, in re¬ 
sponse to which this defendant punched 
him in the head. 

"Shortly afterwards, the young man col¬ 
lapsed and died." 

Sentencing was adjourned until March 10. 

Thomson, of Broomwood Road, 
Wandsworth, was granted conditional bail.

The original 2003 novel has 
become a bestselling book 
around the world, published in 
70-plus countries and selling 
more than 315 million copies 
in 60 different languages. 

Ben is no stranger to the the¬ 
atre and knew from a young 
age that the profession was 
where his future would lead. 

His father - Graham 
Turner - was part of the RSC 
and the young actor felt deter¬ 
mined to follow in his foot¬ 
steps. 

After training at Dulwich 
College and The Guildford 
School of Acting and Drama, 
Ben went on to score success, 
most notably for his roles as 
nurse Jay Faldren on BBC’s 
Casualty and Louis XV in Doc¬ 
tor Who. 

I caught up with Ben in his 
dressing room at the Wyndams 
Theatre, where the cast en¬ 
joyed a busy run of previews 
over the festive period. 

Ben said: “The book was 
very much our bible in terms 
of approaching the play. 
Loosely the play is about a 
family that are torn apart by a 
horrible secret and I suppose, 
slightly bigger than that, it’s 
about how fear and guilt can 
drive us to make some terrible 
decisions that we have to deal 
with forever and it’s ulti¬ 
mately about having a chance 
of redemption.” 

The award-winning tale of 
friendship, betrayal and atone¬ 
ment spans cultures and conti¬ 
nents as it follows one man’s 
attempt to confront his past 
and find redemption. Set in 


Afghanistan, a divided country 
on the verge of war, it shows 
two childhood friends who find 
themselves about to be torn 
apart. 

Ben plays Amir, a well-to-do 
Pashtun boy, who after failing 
to prevent an act of violence 
against his friend Hassan at¬ 
tempts to atone for this trans¬ 
gression by rescuing Hassan’s 
son more than two decades 
later. 

“He’s been running from 
this terrible secret for his 
whole life and at the beginning 
of the show he decides enough 
is enough and he’s not going to 
run any more - he’s going to 
come clean and tell the audi¬ 
ence this heartbreaking story.” 
said Ben. 

Afghanistan in 1975 is a di¬ 
vided country on the verge of 
war - and two childhood 
friends are about to be torn 
apart. It’s a beautiful after¬ 
noon in Kabul and the skies 
are full of the excitement and 
joy of a kite-flying tournament. 
Neither Hassan nor Amir can 
foresee the terrible incident 
which will shatter their lives 
forever. 

“Amir isn’t able to stand up 
in that moment and fight for 
his friend Hassan and as a re¬ 
sult he has to make some terri¬ 
ble decisions, which are the 
wrong decisions and result in 
the family being torn apart,” 
said Ben. 

It’s been a long journey from 
the play’s conception to its 
West End premiere, with the 
first stage adaptation seen al¬ 
most 10 years ago at the San 
Jose State University. After a 
number of further productions 
in the US, the play received its 
European premiere at the Not¬ 
tingham Playhouse in 2013, 
which is where Ben was first 
introduced to the character of 
Amir. 

He said: “I read the book be¬ 
fore I came to the show and I 
didn’t like this character and a 
lot of people don’t. I remember 
reading it for the first time and 
being livid with him, so it was 


interesting trying to 
get an angle on a 
character I didn’t 
necessarily like 
that much; it was 
tricky, I’m not 
going to lie. 

“Ultimately we all 
make mistakes and we 
can all look back at 
things we didn’t handle well 
or situations when we could 
have been kinder. There are 
kids who can stand up to the 
bully and kids who can’t. Amir 
just didn’t have that faculty as 
a kid and as a consequence 
some horrible things hap¬ 
pened. I got over that and de¬ 
cided I didn’t need to like the 
character and that I just 
needed to commit to it and let 
people make up their own 
mind.” 

Since the first draft, the 
script has continued to be 
adapted and is more stream¬ 
lined for West End audiences. 
Ben is excited to be reprising 
the role and speaks with a pas¬ 
sion about the show. 

He said: “It’s such a blessing 
to be able to return to a part 
and a story and just let it set¬ 
tle. I’m a slightly different per¬ 
son from the one I was four o 
five years ago, so I’m going to 
bring different things to it. 

“What’s amazing about this 
show is that there’s no tricks, 
no gimmicks, there’s no big 
star playing the lead, it’s just 
humble old-school storytelling 
at its best and I think the West 
End needs more of that.” 

The show is directed by 
Giles Croft and is attracting a 
diverse audience, as it’s a pop¬ 
ular text for school students. 

Ben said: “It’s an incredible 
story that anyone can relate to 
and hopefully something that 
you will think about for a long 
time.”

AFTER much needed back-to-back 
league victories ended a run of six 
straight defeats, Queens Park 
Rangers added to their abysmal 
record of going out of the FA Cup at 
the earliest opportunity, writes 
Tony McDonald. 

Saturday’s 2-1 home defeat by fel¬ 
low Championship strugglers 
Blackburn Rovers means QPR 
have now exited the competition at 
the third round stage for the 48th 
time - an embarrassing record they 
share with Plymouth Argyle. 

Manager Ian Holloway made five 
changes from the side that had 
beaten Ipswich Town at home, R’s 
second consecutive 2-1 win follow¬ 
ing their victory at Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. 

But stand-in goalkeeper Matt In¬ 
gram had a stray hand in both 
Rovers’ goals. Firstly, he palmed 
away one attempt against the head 
of his own defender Joel Lynch, at 
point-blank range, which rico¬ 
cheted into his own net. Then he 
presented a gift on a plate for Liam 
Feeney, who made it 2-0 from close- 
range. Jake Bidwell’s 61st minute 
penalty turned out to be irrelevant. 

Holloway was typically 
forthright in his assessment: “That 
team, who haven’t played before, 
will never be picked again. Simple 
as that. 

“I wanted that team to fight and 
do it for each other. Unfortunately, 
they couldn’t do it. Simple things 
we don’t do well enough as a group. 

“There will be changes. You’ve 
got to get your foot in and we didn’t 
do it well enough. Jamie Mackie 
did - he tackled everybody. But 
where’s the rest? Come on. 

“I’ve made some changes but I 
wanted to win and I thought that 
was a strong enough team. 

“I’m bitterly disappointed. We 
were absolutely awful in the first- 
half. The lack of understanding was 
poor. We didn’t put into practice 
what we’ve been working on in the 
week. I thought we could’ve easily 
got back into the game in the sec¬ 
ond-half. But we just didn’t do it. 

“We let ourselves and our fans 
down today. It’s very, very disap¬ 
pointing,” ‘Ollie’ added. 

Holloway handed a first team 
debut to under-23s forward Ebere 
Eze but, after showing some neat 
touches, the youngster had to leave 
the field in the 18th minute with an 
ankle injury. 

In-form striker Idrissa Sylla 
missed the cup tie due to concus¬ 
sion but Rangers will hope the 
Guinea international recovers in 
time to lead the line at third-placed 
Reading on Thursday (8.00pm). 
Sylla and Polish winger Pawel Ws- 
zolek were on target in both the 
most recent league wins against Ip¬ 
swich and Wolves, which leave 
Hoops 17th in the Championship 
table ahead of the trip to the Made- 
jski stadium. 

■ QPR midfielder Tjaronn Chery is 
the latest to grab a big-money move 
to China. 

The 28-year-old Dutchman is 
preparing to transfer to Chinese 
Super League side Guizhou 
Hengfeng Zhicheng. 


Chery joined Rangers from FC 
Groningen in July 2015 and has 
made 61 Championship appear¬ 
ances. He has scored 14 goals for 
the R’s but only contributed four 
this season and has been struggling 
to reproduce the form he showed in 
his first year in W12. 

His contract is due to expire in 
2018 and although QPR have held 
talks over a new deal, the player 
has asked to leave Shepherd’s Bush 


to pursue an irresistibly lucrative 
Chinese offer. 

Holloway said: “We’ve been talk¬ 
ing to him about the possibility of 
getting him on a longer deal, but 
he’d heard about China and he 
needs to get as much as he can for 
his family while he can. 

“He wanted to leave, so what 
could I say? Tjaronn wore the shirt 
with pride but he also knows what 
he’s got to do for his family. 


“He’s 28 now and when you get to 
28 you need a really big contract. 

“Sometimes you’re better off 
with people who really want to be 
here.” 

Holloway looks to strengthen his 
side during the January transfer 
window. He added: “We need to 
bring players in during the window 
if we can. My mind is made up on 
certain things. 

“We need a mixture and a bal¬ 
ance of youth and experience, espe¬ 
cially up front.” 

■ FANS are intensifying their ef¬ 
forts to persuade Queens Park 
Rangers to stage a benefit match to 
help R’s legend Stan Bowles. 

Supporters’ group representative 
Steve Flannery is due to meet QPR 
chief executive officer Lee Hoos at 
Loftus Road tomorrow (Weds) and 
hopes the club will confirm there 
and then their intention to host a 
fund-raising match that will help 
towards the cost of care for 
Alzheimer’s sufferer Bowles. 

Flannery told LWN Sport: “We 
are very optimistic that the club 
will announce the date of the match 
at tomorrow’s meeting and that 
they will also cover the £50k esti¬ 
mated stadium costs themselves, 
rather than ask fans to finance ev¬ 
erything. 

“Lee Hoos said on September 6 
that we could stage the match in 
the stadium when we have raised 
the £50k costs ourselves. They were 
not convinced a match in Stan’s 
honour would attract a full house. 

“But I heard that after meeting 
Stan and his family at the QPR v 
Reading match on October 15, the 
board were reconsidering taking 
responsibility for the stadium costs 
themselves. 

“Wednesday is surely time for a 
final decision and announcement,” 
added Flannery who, along with 
Neil Aaron, Sarah Benjafield- 
Clarke, A1 Freer, Gary Wilton, Paul 
Moore and Darryl Still, represent 
the three main Facebook fan 
groups: QPR Pride of London, The 
Optimistic QPR Fans and A Pain in 
the Rs. 

■ FORMER Fulham defender Paul 
Went died last Wednesday follow¬ 
ing a heart attack. 

The centre-back scored on his 
debut for Whites in a 1-1 draw with 
Burnley at Craven Cottage in Au¬ 
gust 1972. 

He was only at Craven Cottage 
for 18 months but was a virtual 
ever-present in that time, making 
67 appearances and scoring five 
goals. 

Went made his league debut for 
Leyton Orient against Preston in 
September 1965, aged 15 years and 
327 days. 

His career spanning 480 league 
appearances (42 goals) also in¬ 
cluded spells with Charlton Ath¬ 
letic (1967-72), Portsmouth (1973-76) 
and Cardiff City (1976-78) before he 
rejoined Orient (1978-80). 

Paul was still working for his 
first club, where he had a 21-day 
reign as manager in 1981, as their 
regular corporate match day host 
until his death at the age of 67. 


Ake's return:"! recalled him because he 
has shown me that he is ready to stay in 
this Chelsea squad.

■ WITH his contract due to expire in July, 
John Mikel Obi has joined Chinese side 
Tianjin TEDA. 

In 10-and a-half years at Stamford Bridge, 
Nigerian midfielder Mikel played 372 times 
for Blues and scored six goals after signing 
from Norwegian club Lynn Oslo. 

His £16m move was controversial in that 
Manchester United thought Mikel had 
signed for them. Along with the 2012 
Champions League, the 29-year-old won 
two Premier League titles, the Europa 
League, four FA Cup and two League Cup 
winners'medals. Mikel captained Nigeria to 
African Cup of Nations title in 2013 and the 
Confederations Cup. He also secured a 
bronze medal at the Rio Olympics. 

Mikel follows Brazilian Oscar, who also 
left Chelsea to head for China, where he 
will line up for Shanghai SIPG in a £60m 
deal. 

Midfielder Marco Van Ginkel has 
extended his Chelsea contract to 2019 and 
will spend the rest of the season back in his 
homeland with PSV Eindhoven. 

Youngster Jordan Houghton has also 
extended his Chelsea contract to 2018 and 
continues on loan at League Two leaders 
Doncaster Rovers. 

Goalkeeper Jamal Blackman will remain 
on loan to Wycombe Wanderers, also in the 
fourth tier, until the end of the season, 
while Jay Dasilva has joined League One 
Charlton Athletic on loan for the rest of this 
campaign. 

Youngster Izzy Brown has completed his 
loan spell at Rotherham United but is 
staying in Yorkshire to finish the season 
with their Championship rivals 
Huddersfield Town. 

■ CHELSEA's youngsters continue their 
impressive runs. The development squad 
went seven games unbeaten on Friday, 
when they drew 2-2 away to Spurs in 
Premier League 2. 

Goals from Mason Mount and Dominic 
Solanke had twice put Blues ahead but 
they were pegged back. 

Under-23 boss Adi Viveash said:"It's a 
decent point away from home. To take four 
points from Spurs in a season is a big 
positive because I can't remember many 
times when we've done that in recent 
years. It was a London derby, you could see 
that it was a bit feisty at times, but both 
teams also played some good football. 

"We scored two excellent goals from 
Mason and Dominic but we're naturally 
frustrated with the two we've conceded. 
They could both have been easily avoided 
but, unfortunately, that has been the story 
of our season, so we just have to keep 
working hard to rectify it." 

The point leaves Blues fourth in the table 
ahead of Friday's trip to Leicester City.

Zouma Cup boost 

French central defender returns in style

KURT Zouma made his first start for 
Chelsea in 11 months following an hor¬ 
rendous cruciate ligament injury to his 
right leg. 

He played the whole 90 minutes of 
Blues’ 4-1 demolition of Peterborough 
United in the FA Cup third round at 
Stamford Bridge on Sunday. 

French centre-back Zouma, 22, a 
£12.5million signing from St Etienne in 
2014, was outstanding in the cup tie and 
played as if he hadn’t been away. 

He was naturally delighted: “It was a 
proud moment to be back out on the 
pitch,” he said. “It was amazing. I’m so 
happy. I was out for a long time, so it 
was great to be back on the Bridge pitch 
with the lads. 

“I was doing my strength training 
and watching the lads. They have done 
well with the new manager, so the re¬ 
covery is actually easier - everything is 
going well. I learned a lot with the boys. 
The time out went very quickly. I was 
ready to face Peterborough. I wanted the 
team to do well, so now let’s keep going 
and see what happens.” 

Jose Mourinho was still in charge 
when Zouma suffered the knee injury 
against Manchester United last season 


but he has been impressed with the new 
manager. 

“Antonio Conte talked to me, like he 
talked to all the players when he ar¬ 
rived,” he said. “He told me, ‘be careful 
with your recovery, I want you to play’. 

“It helps when you know you have 
the trust of the manager. On our pre-sea- 
son tour I went with the players and 
was very close to them.” 

Sunday’s match against Peterbor¬ 
ough will also be remembered for the 
red card handed out by referee Kevin 
Friend to veteran defender John Terry. 
How much of an influence is Terry to 
him? 

“He is the skipper,” said Zouma. “He 
has always given me good advice. He 
has led Chelsea for a while and he’s still 
doing it. He is an amazing captain. He 
talks to me about tactics, the positions 
of opposition strikers - everything.” 

So what else has changed at the club 
in the past 11 months? 

“The only difference now from then is 
that we are playing five at the back, 
with three central defenders rather than 
two in a back four,” he said. “The man¬ 
ager likes to do lots of tactics and he 
gives us a lot of videos to watch.” 

During the game Zouma went down 
following a tough challenge and was flat 
out on the pitch for a few seconds. But 
even that did not unsettle him - quite 
the opposite. 

“I said to myself, ‘yeah, welcome 
back’. But anything can happen in the 
game and when I had this shock I just 


said to myself (in English) ‘welcome 
back’. 

Zouma had played four warm-up 
games for the U23 side ahead of his first 
team recall. 

“I played two 90 minutes and a couple 
of 60 minutes but that was a long time 
ago.” 

Was he ever worried about returning 
to action? Not a bit of it. I was ready in 
my head to play, to face the contact, ev¬ 
erything. I knew that I needed to be pa¬ 
tient and listened to my body. The 
medical staff were very good to me.” 

Zouma missed last summer’s Euro 
2016 finals, where he would have been a 
certain starter for the host nation. 

“Yeah, it was tough,” he admits. “I 
was a French supporter. It was tough, as 
we lost the final (to Portugal), but this is 
the life of a footballer. The next step is 
to play more, then we will see where we 
are with the national side.” 

Was it also tough to see Chelsea do 
well in his absence? 

“No, not tough,” he said. “I was in¬ 
jured but still proud and happy to see 
the boys do well.’T learn more through 
them winning than losing.” 

When Zouma was not on the treat¬ 
ment table, he spent the remaining time 
at home. “I was with my kids and my 
wife and I went back to France some¬ 
times,” he said. 

■ ANTONIO Conte said that the club 
will probably appeal against John 
Terry’s sending off against Peterbor¬ 


ough. “I think it was not the right deci¬ 
sion by the referee. John did not take 
out the opponent (Lee Angol) and, also, 
Branislav Ivanovic was covering him. 
It’s a pity. I have to respect the referee’s 
decision but in this case I think we will 
appeal,” Conte said. 

Should the appeal fail, Terry - who re¬ 
ceived a straight red card for the sliding 
challenge - would be suspended for this 
Saturday’s (5.30pm) visit to champions 
Leicester City. 

Terry’s contract runs out in the sum¬ 
mer but Conte would not be drawn on 
the 36-year-old’s future. 

He said: “This type of decision must 
be made by the club and not by me 
alone. I’m pleased for him. He is show¬ 
ing great commitment when he does not 
play. He helps in the changing room - a 
good man. We have many games still to 
play, then we will see.” 

■ NATHAN Ake has returned to Chelsea 
from his season-long loan spell at 
Bournemouth. 

Dutchman Ake, who can play in mul¬ 
tiple defensive positions, made 12 ap¬ 
pearances for the Cherries and also 
notched up three goals. 

It’s anticipated that he has been 
brought back as cover for underper¬ 
forming left-back Marcos Alonso. LWN 
Sport understands that the Spain de¬ 
fender has been troubled by a muscular 
injury for the past month. 

Chelsea boss Antonio Conte said of

Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM head coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic is to be applauded 
for his defiant stance in the 
sorry Chris Martin saga. 

The striker agreed a season- 
long loan deal but wants to cut 
short his time in SW6 and 
return to his parent club, Derby 
County, who have offered him 
an improved deal. 

In an attempt to force 
Fulham to let him go, it 
appears the 28-year-old has 
declared himself unfit to play 
in Whites' last three matches. 

He claims he has a 
hamstring injury but'Joka'isn't 
buying it and points out that 
the club's medical team can 
find nothing wrong with the 
Scotland international. 

He said: "We signed the 
contract, all three sides - 
Derby, Fulham and Chris 
Martin - and there is no option 
fora recall. 

"This is nice because they 
offer him more money and 
more years but this solution 
does not exist. 

"He was going to stay until 
the end of the season. That is 
my position and Fulham's 
position. And that's it. 

"When we played Derby 
three or four weeks ago Steve 
McClaren asked me about 
Chris Martin because he 
explained he likes this player. 

"And I explained he is under 
contract, I want to keep him 
and recommended that he 
look in the market for another 
option. But he must not have 
understood my English,"added 
the Serb. 

After scoring his seventh 
goal for Fulham in their 2-0 
Boxing Day victory at Ipswich, 
Martin ruled himself out of 
their final Championship game 
of 2016, the visit to Reading 
that was abandoned at half¬ 
time due to fog. He was also 
unavailable for the 2-1 home 
defeat by Brighton on January 
2 and was probably having a 
lie-in while his team-mates 
were winning their FA Cup 
third round tie at Cardiff City 
on Sunday morning. 

Who can blame Jokanovic 
for digging his heels in? Why 
should he release a key player 
to a promotion-chasing rival - 
Derby are now seventh in the 
table, on the cusp of the play¬ 
offs and just four points above 
Fulham? 

Martin certainly wasn't 
missed in South Wales, where a 
meagre crowd of only 5,199 
could summon the enthusiasm 
to turn out for the ludicrously 
timed 11.30am kick-off.Those 
who did make the effort saw 
the West Londoners recover 
quickly from conceding an 
eighth minute deflected free- 
kick by Anthony Pilkington to 
win more comfortably than the 
2-1 result may suggest, thanks 
to first half goals from Stefan 
Johansen - his fifth in seven 
matches - and Ryan 
Sessegnon. 

This was Whites'seventh 
away victory (all competitions) 
in 13 matches this season, 
whereas they managed only 
five wins on the road in 25 
outings the previous 
campaign. 

Fulham hope to maintain 
their promotion challenge at 
home against Barnsley on 
Saturday. Three points at 
Craven Cottage would see 
them leapfrog the eighth- 
placed Tykes.
